Th# several trad es of tobacco, w hether 
for chawing. pipe sm oking orcieaia, require 
different soils and m anagem ent to ensure 
a product th a t trill com m and an adorn < ie 
return for th e labor and me.rn* expended 
on th e t rop. It la, therefore, of th e highest 
im portance th a t the planter should know 
w hat areae his lands are capable of produc­ 
ing in th e 8 la te s t perfection, and the 
modes and m an igem eut to accom plish the 
best results from such choice. 
A deep. riot) soil. overlaying a red clay 
subsoil, is best suited for dark, heavy ship­ 
ping tobaccos. 
A gravelly or sandy soil, w ith a red or 
brown subsoil, is be^t adapted to the pro­ 
duction of sw eet tillers aud stem m ing to­ 
baccoes. 
A lluvials and rich flats produce th e best 
rigar stock. 
And experience has proven 
th a t a gm y. sandy or slaty top soil. with a 
yellow, t o ous subsoil, Is best for yellow 
w rappers and sm okers: and these grades 
are In such great dem and, and command 
to m uch more Iii price than liny others.tliat 
I ptopose, tn this short treatise, to devote 
to them m ost space, for in the production 
c l tit ess th e author has ha I m ost ext**rience 
and success, and. while tile yr duction of 
"bright-,” requires m ore skill and careful 
m anagem ent. th*y seldom fail to rn ike 
am ple com pensation for ail the attention 
bestowed upon them . 
Unless th e planter m akes provision by 
building or a rn n a in g suitable barns, pro­ 
vided w itb hues, or prepare! charcoal, ho 
need not expo t to succeed, and had better 
bim at s oue other grade requiring less 
preparation, cost and skill. 
Log barns, ranging from sixteen to tw enty 
feet square a e the ai es m ostly used. These 
should be Built a u u t tw enty feet high in 
tb s body and covered with shingles or 
boards.

T he intelligent dairym an who w rites this 
letter aim s at m aking the liest butter, but 
from the foods he m entions appears not to 
have studied the foundation principles of 
this tine art in his district. Th** clover 
fam ily lie at the bottom of the best butter­ 
m aking, w hero this lam ily of plants flourish. 
Allow mc to to >ay th at tile best fodder lie 
m entions would not be used by tho J arling- 
tons— who sell their fam ous butter at $1 
per pound—for any othei purpose than 
bedding. Tbev have fed for years only (he 
best. clover. We m ake this com m ent be­ 
cause Marion county, in which A. C. lives, 
has not only a fertile soil. lurt is capable ol 
raising tho finest crops of tho best clovors. 
And w ith this as a foundation, corn can I e 
fed profitably-assisting also in giving a 
tine flavor to the butter. 
W hore the clovers cannot be profitably 
grow n, a skilful fee er can uso such poor 
fodders as C. m entions, and show* his skill 
bv com bining the m ost nitrogenous foods 
with the poor fodders, producing a model 
m ilk ration. Let us s<ew h*t can be done 
with tim otny hay; corn lodder or straw 
cannot be used. 
Although these ■ ows are 
Urge, we Will use but tw elve pounds of 
tim othy. R ut this is a!l the loader that 
should bo given, as tho m ilk is not in this 
I (alder, but rn the g ain lood. Grind two 
bushels O' oats w itll one bushel of corn in 
the ear. This m ixture is m uch better than 
corn and ooh alone. But we can only use 
eight pounds ol this m ixture, tour pounds 
of bran and four pounds of new or old pro 
cess linseed m eal.

K xyrrlsirats In ta* CoU«nfl«ld. 
In the supplem ental report of the depart­ 
m ent of agriculture of Georgia, for 1886, 
Professor H. O. W hite g’ves tho results OI 
various soil-test experim ents made on the 
U niversity farm. The obieet of the expert- 
m in t here noticed was to determ ine: 
F irst-W h c 'h e r the cotton plant derives 
the nitrogen necessary for its grow th from 
the atm osphere or from th e soil. 
Second—lf in whole or in part from the 
soil, which of th e following nitrogenous 
m aterials it prefers, viz,: N itrate of soda, 
snlphate of am m onia, dried blood, cotton- 
seed m eal, raw hone. 
T hird—Tho relative economic (or money) 
value of each of tho m aterials used. 
The conclusions arrived a tw ite 
I Nitrogenous 
m anures 
increase 
the 
yield, and the cotton plant therefore re­ 
q u ire s th at a portion ol its nitrogen be sup­ 
plied through i ho soil. This coneludon has 
uniform ly I ecu reached in each of a series 
of six years’ experiment*. 
2. U singqusntitiesof thedifTerant nitrog­ 
enous m aterials to furnish approxim ately 
the same quantities oflnitrogen, the m.rieri- 
a s stand in I be tallowing order of excel­ 
lence : Cottonseed meal, raw bone, dried 
ulood, sulphate of am m onia, nitrate of soda. 
3. The am ount of nitrogenous m atter 
used is apparently a proportion capable of 
yielding good results. It represents in the 
mixed feitili er about 2l4 per cent, of am ­ 
monia. w iiich m ay be regarded as a safe 
average lim it 
4. Financially, all the nitrogenous m at­ 
ters paid well for their use. In this respect 
they rank as follows: Cottonseed meal, 
dried blood, raw bone, sulphate of ammo­ 
nia. u itra 'e of soda. 
6. Cottonseed meal may be regarded as 
the best aud cheapest nitrogenous lertillzer 
for i Olton. 
After six years of field tests Professor 
W hite says: "Good fertilizers are certainly 
one of the essential factors in productive 
L,Tining, and cheap fertilizers an im portant 
factor in suceesstul farm ing.” I tie work 
pas furtherm ore contributed to the dem on­ 
stration ol the fact th at from acid phos­ 
phates, to be had cheaply in Charleston, or 
comp datively cheap, natural phosphates 
and cotton seed, or cotton-sycd meal, pro­ 
duced in the bout b’s ow n del ,s, and the 
cheapest and most ananda tit o! the Germ an 
potash 
salts, katnit, good, 
trustw orthy 
fertilizers may bo n u d e at aco st which is 
m ach below th at at which commercial, 
m anipulated fertilizers were form erly held. 
The farm er has learned, of course, that it is 
not absolutely essential tb it lie should m ix 
these substances him self, or th a t these spe­ 
cific articles should alw ays be used. He 
may be w illing to pay a fair price to a m an­ 
ufacturer, win se facilities are better th an 
his own, to m ake the m ixture tor him ; 
dried blood or other nitrogenous m atter 
m ay replace the cotton seerl. and m uriate 
oi potash or hull ashes the kainit. But. 
with a know ledge of the m aterials, and the 
proportions or these, w ith which a good, 
reiiaole fertilizer may be m ade, and ac­ 
quainted w ith their actual prices, he is in a 
position to control a guarantee of the qual­ 
ity and price of snob com m ercial goods as 
he may wish to buy. 
The largo quantities of 6ueh fertilizers 
now used, tile num ber of sm all m anufacto­ 
ries established all over the State to supply 
local dem auns for concentrated m anures, 
auu the low pric e now prevailing for all 
fertili ere. are evidence of the value of the 
experim ental work and the appreciation by 
the farm ers of its results.

It may also muon relieve us 
when the great rush of spring work comes 
upon os. if we now sow most of our bardy 
perennials, as columbines, larkspur, ever­ 
lasting pea, crown anem ones, anil the like. 
b u t the nom ber aud variety of seeds we 
w oalds w now m ust b j governed bv the 
space and other conveniences at oar dis­ 
posal for their care: -. Iso bv the tem pera­ 
ture we can m aintain for them. In green- 
houses we can grow alm ost anything and 
in auy quantity, l ebru ry is too soon to 
sow delicate see ls in hotbeds, and at that 
tim e cold lram es are useless for raising 
seeds of tropical plants in, so it depends on 
the dwelling-house window or the green­ 
house. 
The window need not be a sunny one, 
but the tem perature of the room should 
not often fall under 603. After the seed­ 
lings come uo, particularly it of strong- 
growing kinds, as vinca ana verbena, they 
aho-Id be removed to a Bunny w ind w;

Tubs m ade of some sw eet wood, or snob 
as Im parts no unpleasant flavor, ara prefer­ 
able for packing burler, but for the w ant of 
these very much is packed in stone jars, lf 
tubs are used the bottom should receive a 
sprinkling of salt, the sides m oistened and 
rubbed with the same, so as to prevent tho 
extraction of salt from the butter if this 
precaution was not taken. If the butter is 
Wk ll sailed and placed rn jars this is not as 
essential. 
B utter should be thoroughly 
worked over aDd all the outterm ilk worsed 
out, and salted to the taste before packing 
down. In p e k in g none but first quality of 
butter should lie employed, aud th at ail uni­ 
form. The package should also be placed 
where there is entire freedom from all 
odors, for butter is easily susceptible lo all 
noxious ( dors. 
It should aiso be packed so 
closely as to expel every particle of air that 
m ight by auy means linda lodgm ent either 
between the layers or the separate portions 
OI the layers. 
W hen the Jar is filled a thin 
e.otb should be placed over the butter and 
the whole covered thoroughly w ith tine 
salt to exclude tile air. Care should also be 
observed about setting tui s or jars where 
there Is any possible danger of absorbing 
offensive odors, but it should be set in acool 
sweet place. 
Much good butter Is Bootied 
by im m oper keeping and handling after 
m aking before it gets to m arket. And much 
is sp o ile d by contact With im purities alter 
it bas gone to m arket. Only a few drops of 
kerosene will ruin a large quantity.— [Ger- 
m auiowu Telegraph.

T h e B in * G rass of the S outh—High- 
T riced C hlckene—T ho 
O rauge 
aud 
Lem on—V a rts fo r F arm ers. 
To a northerner, 
accustom ed to the 
sheeted sod and th e luxuriant pastures of 
his section, the grassless “old tields” of the 
less recent South seem the picture of deso­ 
lation. The preponderantly sllicious char­ 
acter of m ost of the Southern sol s. even on 
the strictly continental areas, m akes them 
an easy prey to the surface waters, which 
rapidly erode them into ugly gullies and 
proud SDaces of staring nakedness, on which 
tho sem i-tropical sun beati down w ith de­ 
structive power, until finally nature covers 
them over, as best she can with the re­ 
sources at com m and, w ith a m antle of 
tbiu-haired. scrubby pines. 
A stand of it is generally obtained by 
means of sm all 
pieces of the so l—the 
sm allest pieces will answer, provided only 
each one contains a node or bud—which are 
sown on well-prepared mellow laud, and 
rolled or simply pressed in with the foot. 
Recklessly im provident as the old slave 
system of cotton farm ing was, the w hite 
master m ade hts hands plough round his 
hills and slopes in water-level, w inding fur­ 
rows. 
But under the lease system now pre­ 
vailing, lim colored 
tenant 
drives 
his 
plough down bill, and the w ater follows 
swiftly after, eating out the h eart of the 
laud, and bearing it away into the gulf or 
the Atlantic. 
Freedm an or slave, white m aster or col­ 
ored tenant, under w hatever m anagem ent, 
about equally ruinous witu all, the unvary­ 
ing round ot cotton culture was tim destruc­ 
tion of the soil. 
Tho longer my experience runs w ith Ber­ 
m uda grass—the blue grass of the houtli - 
tlie more I am convinced th at it is the true 
restorer.

it cannot grow any 
denser on the grad lid, but it heads out five 
feet lu the air, yielding on one aud omvhalf 
acres, at two cuttings, IO,UUU pounds of 
hay.

introduced, it seems indestructible. The 
oi teller it is turned over with a plough, the 
m ore vigorously ii grows,

CL. mane an analysis of Berm uda grass, by 
which he claim s to have found in it 14 per 
cont of album inoids or flesb-formers thus 
m aking it e m al in this respect to red dover 
hay, and superior 10 tim othy. 
Ile also 
claims, ny a liberal use of superphosphates, 
to b a \e cut eight tons of hay per acre from 
Berm uda yr ass. 
The chief accusation m ade by the plant­ 
ers against ii, th at it m akes the cultivation 
of cotton im posable w lien it once wet pos­ 
session of the soil. is perhaps a blessing in 
di-guise, though of oou se a total cessation 
of the growth of th at great staple is not de- 
si’able. 
W hatever may be true of cotton, 
my experience teaches me th at sweet and 
Irish potatoes beans, co n au d most of the 
stouter vegetables can be grown in a ber 
m uda sod, though of course requiring more 


labor in onltivation. Its Loring root-stocks 
penetrate th e ground like a mole cricket, in 
every direction, and m ake it mellow. 
Ber­ 
m uda grass is the best rem edy for “sand- 
pack.” Mellowing the soil as it does, it re­ 
tains and appropriates all th e 
m anure 
applied to the ground. 
It is noted tor this 
capacity to seize upon and retain fertilizers. 
It gathers nitrogen like clover, and I fancy 
this largely explains the dark, ri h color of 
corn and potatoes grown in a Berm uda soil. 
» For a lawn, it is perhaps not equal to the 
native wire grasses of this section of Flori­ 
da, for these, xvh< ti clipt ed with a law n 
mower, keep green through the coldest 
winter, while Berm uda is apt 10 turn a lit­ 
tle tawnv under frosts. B ut for pasture it 
Is incom parably superior. On tiffs hea l I 
w ant no more convincing proof titan the 
testim ony of the st eel and trio m it’e on th at 
Ill-fated terrace in front of the village store. 
E xperim ents made by a fannerfnam e for­ 
gotten) near Tipton, Cal., show th at Berm u­ 
da grass (Vill flourish in alkali soil, w here 
no other grass will survive. 
Is it not possible that the Southern plant­ 
ers. despairingly “fighting General G reen,” 
have been u n c o n s c io u sly figuring one of 
their lest frie n s?—.Stephen Towers, in 
Country Gentlem an.

Editors Country G en tlem an ; I wish you 
would give us an article on sheep feeding 
for say iOO-pound w ethers and 70-potuid 
lambs. 
W hat am ount of corn and oats 
(mixed equal parts! would you com m ence 
with, and how fast would you increase It?— 
[i. c. h., Fhelus, N. Y. 
Mr. R. p:opuses to feed sheep in the good 
old way w ith whole grain and fodder, fed 
separately. Sneep digest whole grain hot­ 
ter than cattle, because they more com­ 
pletely m asticate It. and. therefore, more 
com pletely m ix saliva w ith it, b“fore swal­ 
lowing; but this grain is not raised and re- 
niastirated any more with sheen than with 
cattle. This greater am ount of saliva mixed 
with the m asticated grain by sheep is the 
cause of ttieir digesting a larger percent­ 
age th n cattle; saliva is an im portant 
digestor of food. This is why cattle digest 
their grain food so m uch better when this 
is so mixed with tho hay th at tin y m u-t 
eat both together, which causes the grain 
to ba raised wit" tho hay, and is ail reuia*- 
tirated together. In this re rn astr a ti on the 
saliva flows fieely and saturates the whole 
mass. Sheep, as stated abote, m ast cate 
whole grain, eaten Mono, much better than 
(attle, causing a larder flow of saliva, and 
tints having the advantage in digesting 
w holegrain. But it m ust not be supposed 
tnat. sheep nro not benefited by m ixing 
their grain with hay or o:b r fodder, sons 
to cause the grain to De rem asticated. 
Replying to R.’s question’ ab ut quantity 
of "oats and corn in equal parts, ’ by which 
I suppose equal weights is me in t-to sheep 
of IOO pound*, and lam bs of seventy pounds, 
I could do it better had he m entioned w hat 
fodder the sheep get beside the grain, lf 
they have flue clover hay the gra n ration 
would bo reduced. 
It wo suppose that th eir fodder ration is 
6uffi( ant as the too I of support, that is 2.26 
pounds and 1.57 pounds resre tively, to 
wethers and lambs, of th e best clover hay. 
or 2 per rent, ot the live w eight of w a.er 
aud dry food, then science says, add 50 per 
cern. to this as the food of production, that 
Is, give of the mixed grain 1.12 pounds, aud 
.78 pounds respectively to w ethers and 
lambs. 
This form ula m eans 
a general 
average of sheep, and It will be found to be 
vcrv close to tho best practical iat;on for 
feeding sheep. 
it will he seen th at th e whole ration of 
clover hay aud finffn is 3.3 7 pounds and 
2.36 
pounds. 
t wo thirds of this -2.26 
pounds and 1.57 p o u u aa-is the food of sup­ 
port, and one-third,or 1.12 poult.>s and 0.78 
pound*, is the food of production, grow th 
or fattening. 
Tins is a very im portant 
principle in feeding, show ing how procras­ 
tination in grow mg anim als intend -d for 
hum an food imaums the cost of producing 
meat- T his is moulded In the case of sheep 
by the yearly income from wool, but ii is 
still true th at wooi alone does not pay tile 
expense of keeping sheep, and that, except 
for breeding, economy does not justify keep­ 
ing sheep older ihau 12 to IS m onths, aud 
these m ust De lull fed from first to last. 
Now let us return to HA w ethers and 
lambs, If he feeds only straw or ottier 
such poor fodder, then the grain ration 
m ast be increased. In th at case begin witu 
I V t pounds of mixed corn and oats to the 
wethers. I 1-10 pounds to the lam bs, and 
gtauually increase It to 2Ys pounds to 
wethers and Ila pounds to the iambs. And 
if he wishes to produce the best result, con­ 
sistent w ith tiffs system of feeding, keep­ 
ing the digestive organs in a healthy con­ 
dition, let him add ot old or new process 
lin-.eed meal, three ounces per day to the 
wethers, and two ounces lo the feed of the 
lambs. This homreopathio do<*e of linseed 
meal will produce a m arked result in the 
weekly gain. 
I m ust in a verv brief m anner state the 
better wav of feeding sheep for m arket. 
First, there m ust be warm sheds to feed 
under where the food, if moist, will not 
freeze while being eaten. Now* int all the 
fodder to be fed De cut short, say one-quar­ 
ter of an melt long. Clover, cut m e a n y 
blossom, should form ] art of the fodder, 
and when straw is also fed, m ix half clover 
and half straw . Tho grain fed should be 
ground and Well-mixed with the m oistened 
cut fodder. This lood is better if prepared 
one dav, lo be fed the next, as it would 
warm up and slightly ferm ent, rendering it 
more digestible. Sheep will eat such cut 
fodder quite clean, and a I will be saved. 
’I his lood will all be raised and re m ail- 
cated. and the result wa.I prove th at equal 
gain can be produced, as under the other 
system, w ith from 20 to ;>0 per cent. less 
food. U nder the im proved system w heat 
b an could be substituted for the oats, 
whtoh would cost 25 per cent. less. 
And it 
is, probably, quite as well to feed an equal 
weight of bran w ith the shelled corn in 
place of the oats as under the old system .—

Hi»h*Pr<ced C hicken*. 
W illiam K. V anderbilt is quite a poultry 
fancier if all reports are correct. Ho is said 
to have a largo poultry establishm ent at 
Oakdale, L L He Ii *s about 800 thorough­ 
bred fowls, and has recently added a new 
im portation of very 
valuable aud rare 
breeds to the num ber of thirty, winch would 
readily bring from t300 to $1000 from 
poultry dealers. Among them are speci­ 
mens which ar - attracting much attention 
abroad, aud which it is contem pt.nod to 
introuure more extensively into this coun­ 
try. There are the La Brosse mid Creve 
Occur from France; the H oudausaud Andtr- 
larian from Spain and the wh.te and black 
Urinorea from England. The latter aru 
quito rare and are not bred very largely 
even in Engbiud, ana readily br,im* from 
$15 to $-i0 apieoe a t present in this country. 
They are a very handsom e fowl, tho tffack 
species having a red face and hangm geom b 
wuh a very rich greenish- lack plumage. 
The great value of tlie hie d is said to be 
its egg producing qualities. 
In England 
it is claim ed tiiat 
they 
will produce 
200 eggs per year for each hen, which is 
very m uch ahead of anything in th a t line 
iii tiffs country. T neyare also rn ted for 
their size, six of them (the eggs) weighing 
a pound. Tile La Blesse is rioted as being a 
line la d e iowt, as well as an egg*producer. 
Mr. V anderbilt also imported some game 
bantam s, rod-breasted game birds, and pure 
bred Pekin ducks. 
Nor is his im portation 
to he confined to farm lowla; be proposes 
to bring over IOO English pheasants tor 
breeding purposes, 
to Le placed upon 
grounds near Oakdale, where ha will make 
a genuine game preserve. He recently im ­ 
ported a few pheasants from the gam e pre­ 
serves of the Brince ol Wales. Those who 
have visited the yards of Mr. \ a n d e ru n 
jironouuce his collection of fowls to L e the 
finest in the United Mates, am ong which 
are tine bronze turkeys, genuine Rouen 
ducks, Toulouse 
geese 
and Aylesbury 
ducks. The interest being taken iii this 
( traction is highly beneh*aal to the poultry 
Interest ot the country upon wfah Ii will 
e 
felt its influence.—[Germantown Telegraph.

Mr. E. S. Golf reported experim ents with 
potatoes. Belection cl seeu I rom the most 
productive hills, planting whole potatoes 
or large cuttings, cutting-, perm uted to dry 
three days, ot many o.,u *nnients gave the 
hest apparent results. Tubers increase in 
size so long as the tops rem ain alive. The 
starch contained in tlie tuber pl .uted sus­ 
tains the young plant until its roots are 
esraohsbeu, h em e advantage 
ot whole 
tubers in giving a more vigorous start. 
Mr. Dunham said the best method of pro­ 
tecting roses from Insects is to keep them 
rn vigorous grow th ny planting in wed I- 
drained, trenched soft, and im mg annual 
dressings of rotted m anure in the lull, with 
frequent applications of liquid m anure in 
May and June. Lay them d w u 
rid cover 
vritn evcrgi eens as winter approaches, shad­ 
ing without attem pting to keep them warm. 
The first year plained prune to two shoots 
an 
cut these back to four bu s each. 
O ilier yeais ju t oft all caues th at boro 
blossoms Hie past season, ana out hack new 
grow th one-half. 
Do not pe*mit many 
blossoms the hrs! year. \ igorous roses may 
De trained in tree form by rubbing oft all 
butoue bud and ben ing burk the one shoot 
at four feet. M arshall B. Wiled* is one of 
the best roses—hardy and a continuous 
bloomer. 
Prepare for m aple sugar m aking. 
If 
straw berry tx ds have not been m ulched, 
m ulch uow. even though tho m n >re or 
w hatever is prepare be pia ed on the snow 
over the pl nu*. G ather brush for t ease. 
Make poles for beans. 
Form compost 
heaps. 
The London wool sales continue to show 
e v e ry firm tone, in spite of warlike rum ors 
abroad, and wool lias advanced in that 
m arket 6 to lo per ccm. additional dur.ng 
the week, m aking a square advan e since 
January I of 12 to 2o percent. 
Late ad- 
vices trom A u-tral a and R n cr P l a t t e show 
wool to be strong aud higher. T hese facts 
are very encouraging lo American holders 
and producers of wool. and our farm ers w ill 
not be obliged to take the low p ric es which 
prevailed last spring. Most of our farm ers 
6oid too soon last year. and did net benefit 
by the advance which cam e later. This 
year the advance will come before the 
spring cud.

T hat lino had alw ays been a bone of con­ 
tention between Uncle Joe Allen and his 
neighbor on th e west.

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BOSTON COOKING SCHOOL 


Good Things Cooked in the Class—M ul­ 


ligataw ny Soup, Chicken a la Reine, 


and Suprem e Sauce—C roquettes of 


Oysters. 


The dem onstration lecture at the Boston 
CooKing School for W ednesday m orning 
was devoted to explaining the m ysteries of 
m ulligataw ny soup, chicken a la reine, su­ 
prem e sauce, m accaroni croquettes, and 
farina pudding w ith B urke sauce. 
Mulligatawny leap. 
Clean and cu t up a chicken w eighing 3 no n n d t; 
add I pound veal bones; add 3 quarts cold w ater; 
add 2 co lo n i c u t fine and brow ned in I tablespoon­ 
ful fat; 4 c'.ovei, 4 peppercorns and 2 to u r 
apples; mix I tablespoonful cu rry pow der, I te a­ 
spoonful salt and I teaspoonful sugar together, 
m oisten w ith a little cold w ater and add; sim m er 
u ntil the chicken is tender. Rem ove chlckeu and 
cu t tn sm all pieces. P u t th e bones bac* and sim ­ 
m er one bour. 
Strain, rem ove fat, add the 
pieces of chicken and 4 tablespoonfuls bolled 
rice; reheat and serve. 
This is always m ade out of two kinds of 
m eat; heel is never used, but rabbits are 
com bined with veal or chicken with veal, 
as in the rule, etc. It is a very highly sea­ 
soned soup. and some call it "peppar-pot.” 
People who are aocuatomed to the use of 
curry powder s ty th at it should always cook 
a long tim e, say for two hours, when the 
raw, Strom/ taste will be removed. 
Most 
cooks In this country sim ply m ake a w hite 
sauce for veal or chicken and ado tho curry 
powder to it, and the result is not good. 
In rem oving fat from hot soup stock, as 
directed above, take off all th at can be re­ 
moved with a spoon and then soak up the 
rest with a clean, soft, porous paper. 
“A very nice soup!” said the m em bers of 
the class as they tasted it. 
C k lr k e e a l a R e in e . 
('-lean and tru es a chicken, cu t I onion and Vt 
carro t into sm all nieces and pu t Into a pan, ado 
I sprig pnrslev, I bay leaf and 4 cloves. P u t In 
the chicken, add I pint stock, I teaspoonful salt 
and I saltspoou pepper. Cover and cook u n til len­ 
der, basting often. 
W hen done take ou t the 
chicken, cover w ith crum bs brow ned In b u tter 
an " serve w ith sauce. 
This is a favorite French dish and a very 
good way in winch to cook a fowl which 
m ight he tough or dry if boilod or roasted. 
Steam ing or browning is also a good way. 
Olean and truss as for roasting. C ut up 
the vegetables, etc., and 
put 
w ith the 
chicken into a deep. covered saucepan. Ii 
you have no stock add a pint of w ater In­ 
stead 
Let it cook for an hoar and a half 
to two hours, basting as directed. Serve 
with 
S u p r e m e Sauce. 
M elt 2 tablespoonfuls b u tter, add 2 tablespoon­ 
fuls Hour and pour on slowly I pint chicken 
liquor, add I cup cream , season w ith salt, pep­ 
per aud I teaspoonful lem on juice. S erve by 
pouring aro u u d th e chicken, or In a separate 
dish. 
The cream m ay be whipped and added to 
the sauce a t the last m om ent if one likes, 
as it is the fashion to do uow w ith soups in 
w hich cream is used. 
Tile vegetables cooked with the chicken 
may bo served around it on the p latter if 
desired; but they are usually strained out, 
it being supposed th at the * goodness” has 
buou extracted from them in cooking. 
Oyster Croquette#. 
W ash I pin t oysters, cook until tho edges curl. 
Drain and chop. 
M oisten with a th ick w hite 
sauce; add I tablespoonful chopped p arsle y ; cool, 
shape; roll in crum bs, egg and crum bs, and fry. 
Wash by putting on to the oysters a half 
cud of cold water. Put ou in a saucepan 
w ithout w ater ami cook 
till edges .curl. 
Shake and stir them up occasionally to 
prevent th eir sticking to the bottom. 
In tho sauce use part of tho oyster liquor 
if desired. Use two heaping tablespoonsful 
of butter, aud two of corn starch. Lot the 
butter m elt, but not brown, then add the 
corn starch and stir, while cooking, to a 
smooth paste. One of tho hardest things 
about this dish is tiffs sauce; if too thin the 
croquettes will not shape, aud the only 
thing to do then Is to add dry cracker 
crumbs- The thickness ot the sauce de­ 
pends som ew hat also on the length of tim e 
it nos to cool before the croquettes are 
m ade up. If it stands a long tim e till 
thoroughly cool, it will bo much thicker. 
There is a “ K n ack ” In rolilug croquettes: 
don’t roll hard, but very lightly, iu the 
p a lm of the hand ; roll all, tnen egg, crumb, 
etc. As to frying croquetts. tishballs. etc., 
not enough can be said in tavor of frying In 
hot. deep fat. l>y so doing they are browned 
at once, all ovor, and do not soak fat, is 
they m ust when fried in pork fat or butter. 
They m a y not taste quite as w*ell as w hen 
ttiey have soaked butter or pork tat. but 
they are more healthful. Borne people ob­ 
ject th ai so m u c h tat is required; hut it is 
not extravagant, as one kettle of fat can be 
used over aud over for a long tim e, w ith oc­ 
casional clarifying. 
Don’t let the crum bs get too brown, as 
this gives a bad color to Hie croquettes, lf 
croquettes and rishballs burst, it is because 
not enough egg has been used, because tho 
m ixture Is too watery, or the fat not hot 
enough. 
An inexperienced cook should test 
the fat by browning a piece of bread in it 
(while counting forty). P utting in the cool 
croquettes or iishballs will lower tlie tem ­ 
perature of the fat very rapidly, aud it m ust 
be carefully watched on tiffs account. 
Always hold the frying basket in whiob 
the croquettes are placed on a fork, so that 
it they ere watery enough to m ake the fat 
spatter too much they may be lifted up out 
of the la t quickly.

The wine can be om itted lf desired, the 
quantity of m ilk being substituted. Those 
who use wine in cooking however, consider 
it a very good addition to this disn.

Boil one pint m ilk; add heaping teaspoon­ 
ful cornstarch, wet in cold m ilk, and one 
tablepoonful sugar.

being natives of Ireland. They leached 
their

alter 
m any hardships; pitched their tents at the 
m ost desirable points; went to work at 
once to clear and stake out a settlem en t—in 
fact, founded Hillsboro, 
Tile urban visitor of this quiet but pros­ 
perous town, at this season of the year, 
cannot tail lo lie im pressed with a feeling 
of hearty adm iration for th eir rouravo, 
plack and perseverance 
How they ever 
Jived through the rigors of w inter with 
their prim itive modes of dressing and heat­ 
ing is a profound m ystery, buried for all I 
know, w ith their hones in tho

churchyard. Doubtless Die descendants of 
th e early settlers are rude ted, to a degree 
at least, for their tine physical developm ent 
and their powers of endur nee. to tho 
struggle.'-, privations and hardships of their 
ancestors.

From 
its location, so near the metropolis, and on 
the great lines of travel by Hudson river 
boat aud railroad, It s still further made 
an object of public attention. TI e travel­ 
lers by leal turn front the natural beauties 
of the scene to a closer scrutiny of the 
great dark prison bull ings and the hud­ 
dled group 
of 
shops. Eager eyes peer 
sharply tor a glim pse 
of moving fig­ 
ures, and the sight of a m an in the 
rough parfy-colored striped 
uniform is 
dw elt 
upon. 
Those 
who 
chanco 
to 
Keo a tile if c o n 'i'ts in the lock-atoo, 
like a gigantic caterpillar, crawling with its 
hundred legs across the view, are thrilled 
by the sight. It is the shock of a reve.atioi* 
of the hie of a prisoner, a life in which in­ 
dividuality is alm ost entirely su n k ; a life 
in which paasiou survives and recollection 
does not sleep, but ovory expression of 
either is inexorably repressed and hope it­ 
self min scarcely exist, ih e ct nvici is often 
said to be consigned to a “ Ii.in s deaih."

?roing to stoop to meanness hut are ever to 
ie great and noble. Do not run to neigh- 
nore for advice regarding your children's 
faults; lock in the secret recesses of your 
heart for their shortcomings from least to 
greatest: 
this 
is 
one 
of 
the 
most 
important elements 
of 
protection: let 
your 
children’s 
names 
be 
sacred to 
you. and though all the world are against 
them, do you be silent before th-w orld. 
Let not business draw you from your chil­ 
dren ; knit yourself lo them ; identify your­ 
self with them, that in all their 
and 


goings. In whatever emergency, they will 
lean to the solid granite of father’s and 
mother’s protection. Have a real tool-house 
for the boy; not a toy, but hammers and 
engels, with the proof in them, plenty of 
blocks and nails; have the doll for the girl. 
teach her to make its clothes; for whole­ 
some occupation is half the battle. 
Do not stand over the boy, shouting “Do 
as you’re told’’; do not bear down upon 
him in your muscular strength, as if you 
were e'tacking Goliath instead of a little 
child. There is a better discipline for obe­ 
dience: be patient, be firm, silent and kind.

The vital 
results of cleanliness, the peculiar inde­ 
pendence it lends e o n t o ‘poverty at low 
ebb,’ sets one impatient at the stupidity 
which overlooks it. 
Sympathize with the little ones; look 
over your own life and see where you could 
have been made happier as children, had 
your parents been more appreciative. 
An act of kindness will often do more 
good than a course of sermons. Beware 
how you bruise the heart of a child. What 
ever you Ii ave sown, bo it thistles or roses, 
grows with their growth.

Frank, with great earnestness, "it’s where 
the hair on the back of tho head is put up 
in stops and then”----- 
Ladies who were privileged to see the 
Mayflower's spinnaker “put up in steps.” 
and men whoso wivos or sisters have taught 
tnem what a "French tw ist” is. will appre­ 
ciate tho roar of laughter mingled with ap­ 
plause which interrupted him just then. 
The French twist of which Mr. Frank 
gave so neat and unique a description, is as 
popular as ever with tile hair dresser, and 
some variation of it is generally used to 
bring tho hair high upon the head, where it 
is generally placed nowadays. It should 
alw'ays be so arranged as to look smooth 
and tidy, even when twisted loosely of 
waved hair. 
A dreadful fashion of dress­ 
ing the hair, which, like a decollette gown, 
m ight better be called an undressing, has 
had a brief run of late among very young 
ladles. Its characteristic feature was a 
French twist that sagged and hung low in 
tho nock, as though on the very verge of 
tailing down completely. 
This fashion 
was 
evidently an 
awkward 
and 
in­ 
artistic 
attempt 
to 
relieve 
the 
ex­ 
tremely 
“trying” 
effect 
of 
hair 
coiled trimly on the top of the head- Very 
few laces can stand being thus brought 
Into bold relief, and few heads have that 
fine shape and perfect poise which alone 
can make hair thus dressed a crown and 
pot an excrescence. Tho hair arranged in a 
strictly naturalistic and therefore artistic 
manner should 
always fall 
down be­ 
hind and around the face, to which it gives 
a natural and becoming background. This 
arrangem ent is perhaps rather too senti­ 
mentally poetic aud oriental for this age 
and clime, out we must still contend that 
tile fashion which a lows the hair to be a 
framework and setting for the face is the 
correct one. 
The favored few who can wear their hair 
high becomingly will be allowed to do so 
during the coming spring and summer. 
For ordinary wear the back hair is twisted 
on the top of Hie head with two loops form­ 
ing a bow-knot. For evening weal the hair 
is dressed high. Hie back 
hair waved 
slightly and puffed in graceful loops on the 
top of the head, where ornaments of rib- 
lions, flowers, aigrettes, fancy combs, etc., 
may be added. 


One very pretty style is shown in the 
illustration, of hair dressed high iii puffs. 
To do tliis make a parting from ear to ear, 
and twist or braid a small piece of the nark 
hair up in a round on top of the hea 
The 
front locks may lie wave b o t left smooth 
and combed b ick, then twisted lightly on 
top of the head aud arranged in two puff- 
like loops or a bow knot. If not thought 
bikh enough the puffs may be raised by 
nutting in a "tonpet” or tiny roil of hair. 
Divide the ba k hair evenly into three 
parts and make a finger puff of each. which 
pin up back of the front knot. The-bort 
curls about the face and nape of the neck, 
with an ornamental shell comb put in tho 
middle of the putts, completes an extrem e­ 
ly pretty and distinguished looking coif­ 
fure. 
A ladv who has a good deal of hair 
brings it up high with a twist, and then 
makes a figure eight of the long locks, 
which puff out slightly and look very soft 
aud pretty. 
For dress occasions a shell 
comb or jewelled dagger is urn ed. Another. 
who has a quantity of hair that is almost 
unmanageable, combs it all ud ann I ack 
nearly to the top of her head, and then 
braids it loosely. 
At wi st then I rings it 
all un very high, and the braid is arranged 
in a figure eight. This is a verv conven'ent 
way of disposing of a mass of hair ii one is 
blessed therewith. 
Thoso who wish to return to a different 
style of t addressing can console them­ 
selves with the thought that they are in the 
very tip of the fashion if they adopt some 
variety of the "chignon.” The Greek knot, 
which is shown in our illustration. is a very 
pretty and suitable way in which to dress 
rather short and wavy or curly hair. The 
whole ma s is drawn back so as to remain 
loose ana wavy over the front, and put 
through a sou arc-top ped pin of amber, shell 
or Rhine stones; then It is pinned into a 
knot so that, the curled ends of the hair fall 
down in tho back. 


Another fashion is the braided knot, a 
style borrowed from our German cousins. 
Tbe front of the hair is arranged in cb ye 
short curls, 
and 
the remaining loess 
combed up with the back hair which roust 
be long and ev en ; this is braided in several 
tine braids and then coiled and pinned fiat 
to the head, low at the back.

Tlie "Sapho” is

which will be a bless­ 
ing to those who have 
but little hair.

has two little curved

T H E N A T IO N ’S L A B O R E R S . 


Conference 
at 
Cincinnati — H enry 
fJeoraeW T heories It one lily H andled. 
The Industrial Labor conference convened 
at Cincinnati on Monday. It consisted of 
delegates from labor organizations, and of 
grangers and agriculturists from various 
parts of tile country. Henry George was 
present,but his land theories were promptly 
repudiated, and his influence in the con­ 
vention materially diminished from what 
it was expected to Le. 
At the evening ses­ 
sion on Wednesday the following platform 
of principles was adopted, after speeches 
of a very radical character had been made: 
The preamlite 
recites the grievances 
of tho farmer and laborer, complains of 
tbe treasury surplus, tho land monopoly 
and stock watering, and the purchase of 
seats in the United States Senate, and asks 
for help to organize a new political party 
which shall uot tie sectional, whose mem­ 
bers shall bo called commoners. 
The first sect.ou demands graduated land 
tax on all largo estates, the reclamation of 
unearned laid giants, the opening of Okla­ 
homa to homestead settlem ent, the dup. 
chase of all unoccupied Indian lands, and 
the settlement of various tribes upon lands 
in severalty; also laws preventing corpora­ 
tions I rom acquiring real estate beyond the 
requirements ot their business, and alien 
ownership of land. 
(2.) The pieans of communication and 
tnnsportatlOn should be owned or con­ 
trolled by the people. 
(3.) The establishment of a national 
monetary system in the interest of the pro­ 
ducer instead of the speculator and usurer. 
(4.) Arbitration should tako the place of 
strikes and other injurious methods of set­ 
tling labor disputes; the letting of convict 
labor to contractors be prohibited; the con­ 
tract be abolished on public works; the 
hours of labor in industrial establishments 
be reduced, commensurate with the in­ 
crease of production in laborsaving ma­ 
chinery ; employes be protected from bodily 
injury. 
(5.) Fuji justice for United States soldiers 
and sailors. 
(0.) A graduated income ta x is tbe most 
equitable system of taxation, placing the 
burden of government on those who can 
best afford to pat. 
(7.) A constitutional amendment making 
United Htates senators elective by a direct 
vote of the people. 
(8.) Such State and national laws should 
be passed as shall effectually exclude from 
America Asiatic competition. 
(9.) The employment of bodies of armed 
meu by private corporations shall be pro­ 
hibited. 
(IO. The right to vote is inherent in citi­ 
zenship. irrespective of sex. 
(II.) Excessii e wealth, resulting in lux- 
ury and idleness on the one hand and ex­ 
cessive toil aud poverty on tile other, leads 
to intemperance and vice. The measures 
of reform here demaded will prove to be 
the scientific solution of the temperauce 
q u e s t io n .___________________

How tho Shah Prepares for 
a Grand Hunt 


Penalties Imposed on Inquisitive 


Who Peep .it His Wives. 


An Affront to the United States 
Minister and Its Redress.

Nasr-cd-Seen Shah is a groat hunter. 
Every m an carrying heavy responsibilities, 
or im m ersed in sever© intellectual labors, 
is better for a hobby or favorite sport. Tho 
Shah is no exception to this nil©. U ndoubt­ 
edly ins excellent health through a pro­ 
tracted reign is due, in a m easure, to his 
partiality for sports of the field. At least 
fortnightly, dnring tho winter, the Shah 
visits m o of his num erous pavilions in the 
Wilbur! s, ann devotes him self to th e chass. 
Tile day before such an excursion the opon 
space w ithout the gate of the pnlace is 
crowded w ith m ules and cam els which form 
part of the royal m enage; and the entire 
day is devoted 
to 'loading them 
with 
the 
various 
articles 
th at 
m ay 
bo 
needed 
bv 
the 
King 
and 
his 
wives. If the season be the spring or au­ 
tum n. then num erous tents of the largest 
size are added, greatly increasing the num ­ 
ber ot the loads. The tents of the high dig­ 
nitaries of Persia are of g reat size. some­ 
tim es sixty to eighty feet in length, divided 
into apartm ents aud lined with choice em­ 
broideries. T hat part of tho cam p occupied 
by the wives is surrounded by a painted 
canvas wall, and. as the royal fen-s are of 
crimson, the effect is unique. The caravan 
sta lls several hours before the Shah, in 
order th at all may be in rezones* against 
his arrival. At sunrise of the day he is to 
Blart a cannon announces the event. 
In 
early tim es it, was the custom to publish bis 
departure by throw ing a re d banner to tho 
breeze from the loo of a high tower. 
D uring tho sum m er, from May to Sep­ 
tem ber inclusive, the Shall paseos from one 
superb country seat to another, and takes 
long expeditions into tile mountains, tie 
is then accom panied by a num ber of ids 
wives. All of these resorts are beautified 
by tanks, or artificial lakes, acres in extent, 
enclosed bv m asonry and shaded by dense 
groves. I rem em ber a tank th at was stir- 
lounded by a line of sm all houses exactly 
alike anil each containing one room. These 
wore intended for the favorite w ives, while 
above towered the pavilion of the Shah in 
three lolly stories elegantly decorated. 
W hen the buildings are insufficient to 
ac oinm odato all the wives, w hether of the 
tdiah or his m inisters, at those sum m er re- 
foi is. it is not unusual for the ladies to 
occupy tents in tho grounds while their 
lord reposes luxuriously under th e sheller 
of a solid roof. Still one rarely hears tho 
women of Persia complain. 
W ith them 
ignorance is bliss. 
Docliau Tench, another of the S hah’s 
favorite resorts, presents a series of strag­ 
gling oiie-siory buildings along tho accliv­ 
ity of a steep barren ro k. 
The extrem e 
upper apartm ent Is planned to rem ind the 
Shall of his sea voyages, 
it is long and low 
K ike u S tra m rr’fi Cabin, 
and the windows on either side are shaped 
like the round deadlights of a ship and 
closed w ith sw inging bull’s eyes, screwed 
to an iron fram e as in a steam er. There, 
w ith a gale beating against th a t eagle’s 
nest HOO feet above the plain, the Shah sits 
m any a w inter night and im agines him self 
ag ain at sen. The whim s of the groat are 
not w ithout interest, as they tend to show 
th at they share our common hum anity. 
When the wives of the Shah accompany 
him on these trips they travel in the tacti- 
travious when going ovei the m ountains. 
These 
are 
covered liners, 
resem bling 
palanquins, 
carried between 
the mules. 
But in tho environs of Teheran those ladies 
alw ays go in certain curious coaches that 
date, apparently, from prehistoric times. 
These vehicles are draw n by six horses 
each, and in shape resem ble 
an 
old­ 
fashioned stage coach. They are painted 
blue 
and 
profusely 
gilded. The 
royal 
escutcheon of Persia, the lion and the sun, 
is em blazoned on the doors 
There are no 
seats in these coaches, but the floor is 
covered with a m attress, on w hich rugs are 
Boread. On this the ladies are wont to sit 
on their knees. 
W hen the m andate has gone forth for the 
ladies to go abroad from the palace, which 
they alw ays do with a long procession of 
coaches; m ounted heralds are sent half an 
hour in advance to anuounce their coming 
in 
the 
streets 
they 
are to traverse. 
G reat commotion im m ediately ensues. Tho 
very curs, fighting or hunting their native 
preserves in the middle of the street, scent 
Die alarm aud slink into hidden corners, 
while every shopkeeper hastens to close 
his booth, and retires from the scene. By­ 
standers and wayfarers take the nearest 
short cut th at m ay lead them away from 
these dangerous precincts, and soon the 
street is entirely deserted. 
A rum bling is soon heard in the distance; 
then a squad of gbolam s 
or 
m ounted 
guards of the palace, a corps of picked cav­ 
alry, are seen approaching. Soon after the 
chief eunuch, a rather pleasant-looking 
w hite m an. follows, and then the line of 
blue coaches tilled w ith 
ladies closely 
veiled. 
M ounted eunuchs protect the last 
carriages aud an o th er squadron of cavalry 
brings up the rear of the procession, but at 
a d .stance (rom the coaches sufficient to 
prevent too close observation of the lair 
Inmates. 
Woo be to the luckless w ight who happens 
lo be so incautious or unfortunate as to be 
!ouud in the street w hen the processicn 
nass< s. 
In form er tim es he would have 
aeon slain on the spot. 
'I here is » case on 
record iii which the forerunners discovered 
I page asleep on a rug by the wayside. 
VV ithout so m uch as stopping to wake him, 
they rolled hun up in a rug, tossed him into 
a dip ti. aud buried him alive. 
While sn h 
a terrible late m ight not perhaps aw pit any 
one now, w'ho should bo caught in such a 
predicam ent, yet ho would at least receive a 
kicking and thrashing th at he would re­ 
m em ber to his dying day. 
Even the senti­ 
nels posted in the streets or in palace gates 
.tin u t'ru m Puce lu the vYoll 
when tho roval cortege passes and present 
arm s from behind! General Gasteiger, an 
A ustrian in the service of the Shah, was 
on one occa-ion unable to get aw ay as the 
coaches entered the street; tu rning to the 
wall, he wagged his baud at his back by 
w ay of salute. Even the . hail condescended 
to laugh when he heard of this absurd in 
cideiit, although ho shows no disposition to 
relax tho very strict customs relating to 
his wives. E uropeans are not exem pt from 
Allis strictness, and a voupg foreigner who 
was detected looking from the roof of his 
house on the royal ladies as they rode by 
was given twenty-four hours to leave for 
the frontier. His legation could afford nim 
no protection, as he had offended against 
the m ost rigid laws and prejudices of the 
realm . 
Foreign envoys are alone exem pt from 
these stern regulations of the court of 
Persia; while, of course, yielding precedence 
to the Shah, they in turn tak e precedence of 
his wives and all his subjects. It was for 
this reason th at I found m yself obliged to 
act w ith prompt decision in the case already 
reported in our ow n press in a garbled 
form. The procession of carriages contain­ 
ing the wives ot the Shah was resting in 
the shade of some trees, and the carriage of 
the United States legation cam e on the 
Beene unexpectedly to all concerned. I had 
the rig h t of way, although I m ight not 
have insisted on it 
if I had not. been 
violently attacked by a squad of cavalry 
w ithdraw n lances and sabres, who struck 
my men and horses with fury.aithough they 
knew pcrleotly well my rig h t to pass. The 
result was th at we cam e very near losing 
»ur lives, my horses plunging violently and 
Hie driver aud attendants being seriously 
m altreated. But it was necessary to force 
I passage, which I did, and im m ediately, on 
reaching the legation I dem anded ample 
reparation, which was granted after I had 
lodged an ultim atum lim ited to thirty-six 
hours. This course, winch was approved 
by ttie foreign envoys at Teheran, was abso­ 
lutely necessary in order to uphold Hie 
rights and prestige of the entire diplom atic 
corps 
at 
a 
court 
where such rights 
are not less grudgingly accorded than 
elsewhere, and once lost are not easily re­ 
covered. It may not tie generally under­ 
stood th at the m aintenance of prestige is a 
m atter of prim e im portance in diplom acy; 
little can be accom plished w ithout it. or at 
least the difficulties are greatly increased. 
It is a truism that, w hat one foreign govern­ 
m ent grants to another is never in advance 
of the dem and, and nations, not unlike 
some individuals, are taken at their own 
valuation. In the w ar of 1812 and in the 
famous Kosta affair this fact was appreci­ 
ated a t W ashington. How long is it since 
this first principle of diplomacy was forgot­ 
ten in tho councils of our capital?

Definition of the Eights and W rongs of 
Trades-Union Delegates - Is a Boycott 
L eg a lI 
It is a carious fact th at w hile Hie British 
governm ent has to go to P arliam ent to ask 
for extra powers to put down boycotting 
Hie law of the U nited States, as interpreted 
by Judge Brown of the New York Circuit 
Court, is am ole to punish this offence. This 
decision is of value In connection w ith the 
m any '‘boycotts'’ ordered by knights of 
labor and trades-unions. Judge Brown is 
evidently not in love with trades organiza­ 
tions nor strikes, though It may be rem em ­ 
bered th at no trade-im ion is more rigid in 
its rules than the Bar Association, of w hich. 
no doubt, Judge Brown is an honored mem­ 
ber. 
In tho United States Circuit C ourtin New 
York City. Friday, Judge Brown handed 
down his decision in Hie snit of the Old Do­ 
m inion Steam ship Company against John 
J. M cKenna, Jam es E. Guinn and others of 
thd "Ocean Association.” on a motion to 
have the defendants discharged from ar­ 
rest. 
The suit was brought to recover 
420,000 dam ages alleged to have been sus­ 
tained by the company through the unlaw 
rut action of the defendants in tho recent 
.strike of the longshorem en and in their a t­ 
tem pt to place a boycott on the company in 
its business as a common carrier. The de­ 
fendants are out on bail. The defence ar­ 
gued th a t tim m aterial facts in tho Com­ 
plaint were furnished on intorm ation and 
belief only w ithout particulars; th at the 
defendants were acting w ithin ’heir legal 
rights. 
Judge Brown reviews the charges and de­ 
cides th a t the m aterial points are stated 
positively and th at the sources of inform a­ 
tion are sufficiently indicated; th a t the 
tacts stated in the com plaint and the affida­ 
vits constitute legal cause for action against 
all the defendants for the following rea­ 
sons: 
F irst—The plaintiffs are engaged in the 
legal calling of common carriers, which 
requires 
the em ploym ent of num erous 
work men w ho are asserted to have been 
employed at just and satisfactory wages. 
Second—The defendants were not in the 
employ of the company, ana had no legal 
justification to interfere in a m ere question 
of wages. It is charged th a t they incited 
the employes of the com pany both in this 
city and in other ports to quit work in a 
body, to inflict dam age upon the business of 
the plaintiff until the dem ands of the de­ 
fendants should ne granted, which the 
plaintiffs were under no obligation to do. 
The procurem ent of the employes to leave 
work to Inflict injury upon the business of 
I he com pany was not justifiable, thereby in 
law was a malicious and illegal interference 
w ith Hie business of the company, which 
was actionable. 
T h ird —After the strike, the defendants 
placed a boycott on the business of the com­ 
pany, interiering witn its business as com­ 
mon curriers, and tried to deter others from 
doing business w ith the plaintiff, to the lat­ 
te r^ dam age. These acts were not m erely 
illegal, but also m isdem eanors in common 
law us well as by section 1(18 of the penal 
code. 
In the fourth reason, Judge Brown goes 
on to sa y : 
Associations have no more right to inflict 
injuries upon others than individuals h ive. 
All com binations and associations designed 
to coerce workmen to become members, or 
to utarfere with, obstruct, vex or annoy 
them in working or in obtaining work, be­ 
cause they are not m em bers, or in order to 
induce them to become members, or de­ 
signed to prevent, employers from m aking 
a ju st UHcrimination paid to the skilful and 
tho unskilful, to the diligent and the lazy, 
to the 
efficient 
and 
the 
inefficient. 
aud all associations designed 
to inter­ 
fere w ith the perfect freedom of em ployers 
in the proper m anagem ent and control of 
their lawful business, or to dictate in any 
particular the term s upon which their busi­ 
ness shall be conducted, by 
m eans of 
threats of injury or loss, by interference 
with their property or traffic, or w ith their 
lawful em ploym ent of other persons, or de­ 
signed to abridge any of their rig h ts—are 
illegal com binations or associations, and all 
acts done in furtherance of such intentions, 
by such m eans and accom panied by dam ­ 
age, are actionable. 
The motion to discharge from arrest is 
denied.

Castine O n ii far the New Na ry —M eth­ 
ods Suggested es to the W ork. 
Tho House com m ittee on m ilitary affairs 
report unanim ously th e following: In refer­ 
ring to the appropriation of $250,000 for 
Bteel castings and forgings for gun m aterial 
for ti, IO and 12-incb, breech-loading rifle 
guns, the report says: "It may be asked 
why the am ount appropriated is so sm all, 
why no provision is made for a still larger 
gun, aud why the appropriation is restricted 
to steel. Steel was selected because tho 
com m ittee believe it to be m uch the best 
m aterial for large guns, as proven by 
actual test. The am ount fixed is believed 
to 
be 
fully 
as 
large 
as 
can 
be 
profitably expended 
in m aterial in the 
tim e w ithin which the appropriation is lim ­ 
ited, and tile size of the guns designated 
fully as large as it may reasonably be ex­ 
pected will be produced and m anufactured 
w ithin the tim e lim ited. The m anufacture 
of steel for guus in this couutrv is in its in­ 
fancy. 
No l l or 12-inch steel gun has been 
produced, and no m anufacturer lias plant 
ready to handle them . It is m anifest to the 
com m ittee th a t real progress in the art of 
gun m aking in Am erica m eans the adop­ 
tion of conservative action—‘m ake haste 
s'uw ly.’ 
Gun m anufacture of the kind 
contem plated 
by 
this act is in its in- 
fm cy in this octtntry. 
W hile tho pro- 
d leer of m aterial from his past ex peri- 
once would hesitate to contract for the ma­ 
terial required lor a 15-inch gun, he would 
very readily assum e to supply m aterial tor 
an 8-inch gun, I e ause of the experience 
we have already had in construction of 
ti-inch guns, and having heroine fam iliar­ 
ized w ith necessary requirem ents tor an 
8-inch, ho w ill just as readily advance to a 
I o-inrh gun, and so on. The com m ittee be­ 
lieve th a i the tim e covered by this appro­ 
priation (five veers) will he required to 
uring the state of the art up to the require­ 
m ent ol a 15-inch gun. ana upon such be­ 
lief do not think it wise or prudent to m ake 
appropriations th at cannot be profitably or 
wisely expended w ithin the next five 
years.” 
The second section of the bill provides for 
tim purchase and creation of a governm ent 
plant for the construction and completion 
of the m aterial purchased under the tirst 
section into guns, aud appropriates $080,- 
000 therefor. 
The third section of the bill provides for 
rifled m ortars of tho largest size, (or coast 
defence, and appropriates $500,000 there­ 
for. 
Com m enting on the fourth section, which 
appropriates $00,000 for the purchase and 
const) ut turn of toi Dodoes and subm arine 
mines, the com m ittee says: "T here is no 
harbor defence, in the judgm ent of ibis 
com m ittee, th at can be re a hod so quickly 
and so cheaply,nor which can be m ade more 
com plete.than th at m ade by the use of tor­ 
pedoes. torpedo boats and subm arine mines. 
The sole protection necessary to cover aud 
guard them can be im pro. ised with great 
case when we have guus, and men who 
know how to handle thorn. The dynam ite 
torpedo upon a torpedo boat will ere long 
revolutionize all opinions and plans for 
harbor defence unless this com m ittee hag 
failed in forecasting the future. 
We are so 
sanguine in our judgm ent th at we appro­ 
priate this sum to give assurance to the in­ 
ventive genius now studying the torpedo 
system , and the U9e of dynam ite therein, 
th at upon the consum m ation of th eir plans 
they m ay readily expect recognition from 
this governm ent rn a substantial form ’’ 
The report briefly outlines and com m ents 
upon the other features of the bill.

BEECHER’S SERMON. 


The Secret Power by Which 
Miracles are Wrought 


How Raman Souls Touch One Another iu 


Mvstcriwus Wars. 


Christ’s Wonderful Power of Heal­ 


ing? Spiritually and Physically. 


B rooklyn, 
February 27.—Rev. Henry 
W ard Beecher preached this m orning from 
the following tex t: M att v, 2 3 - T o r sho 
said: ’If I m ay touch but his clothes I 
shall be whole.’ ” Ile said: 
We do not know w hat the hidden power 
of the soul is as ret. There are all around 
the world, breaking out in irregular ways, 
instances of tho power of certain states of 
the mind. 
There was such in the disciples, and they 
rom e down to us through the ages in the 
testim ony of pooplh surrounded by super­ 
stitions, m aking claim s often th a t were In­ 
valid, and yet nevertheless, as it seem s to 
me. such th at no m an who is 
lincoln- 
promlsed by a theory can doubt that there 
was experienced in the tim e of ( hrist a 
strange power inherent in the higher forms 
of soul life. 
And when He had w rought 
m iracles we m ay infer th at He m eant a 
good deal, as His disciples said to Him, 
“ Why could not we exorcise this child th at 
had a devil?” When He answered. "This 
kind caunot come forth save by fasting and 
prayer”—fasting m eaning as it were get ling 
freedom from bodily influence, allaying all 
tho m ere physical impulses of bodily life, 
and rising by prayer into the serenest 
heights of spiritual life. 
The declaration to His disciples th a t if 
they had !aith as a grain of m ustard seed 
they should rem ove m ountains may be an 
O rientalism , but it m eans a good deal, it 
m eans th at 
thev m ight co wonderful 
things by tho power th at should accrue to 
them under tills form of soul experience 
which is called faith, and about which 
definitions have been stum bling from the 
earliest beginning. 
C hrist sought to produce first a soul 
effect, and then out of th a t to develop a 
physical efTc t, and m any of His m iracles 
lay in tho fact that those two elem ents 
developed in the man a secret soul power, 
which had given to it, in the 
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som ething of the power of God him self, 
which m inistered to the result, It was the 
feeling in the subject in this case th at 
availed- 
It seems th a t in this walk hundreds had 
touched Christ, but of all th at touched him 
only one had any avail, for this touch had 
behind it, som ething th at had divine power 
in it. a state of feeling so intense and a 
trust in C hrist so penetrating th at it seems 
to have entered into the Saviour’s soul at- 
moHphoro; and as from a battery a spark 
may be draw n by a touch, so from His soul 
did th at seem to bring out the bealing elec­ 
tric power. 
There seems to be a relation then requi­ 
site between souls before the real and re ta 
fruits of life can come to them in the high­ 
est form s of Christian experience. 
Let us look aloug the lines of analogy and 
experience a little. Souls touch each other 
in various ways, life touches life in various 
ways. People ltvo together in bodily con­ 
tact. Thov live in agreem ent only as to 
bodily conditions. Tlioy are feinted to each 
other by the necessity of food, raim ent, 
w arm th, protection. Ten thousand wedded 
souls are to each other sim ply as a blade is 
to a knife; there is no real vitality as be­ 
tween the two; only in regard to provision 
for worldly wants, only in bodily condition 
are they in contact. But then, while these 
are the lowest forms of contact, there are 
people th at aru more in sym pathy. There 
are m ultitudes th at come into sym pathy 
w itn each other only through their chil­ 
dren. The cradle is the 'econciler often be­ 
tw een husband aud w ile; it opens up in Hie 
rude, bard m an stream s like those whioh 
Moses brought from the rock. 
Again people dwell together in single 
lines of m utuality. 
Many persons live to­ 
gether in all intellectual qualities, b u tin 
no other respects; m any dwell together 
being in accord in their tastes, but in no 
other respect; niauv dwell together in liter­ 
ature. in history, in til© ordinary and easier 
form s of knowledge, 
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yet never rising into em inence, aspiration, 
glorification of each other, and never seeing 
anything in each other except th at which 
the bird sees, which the ariimal sees. They 
do not touch each other at all, and yet they 
are in perpetual contact. 
H igher phenom ena of life there arev and 
there is developed heroism at tim es. 
I here 
is a com ing together of soul w ith soul, not 
through the m inistration of the body nor in 
taste nione, nor in thought alone, nor in m u­ 
tual service alone; but they come together 
bv that rare inflam m ation of the whole soul 
which has neither definition nor can any 
man describe it. It is not needed by those 
who have it; it Is hoi ro-sinlo to tliose who 
have it not. Every faculty then has synipa 
thy with every faculty in the other; they 
tit each other either bv exact agreem ent, or 
the positive elem ent of one is ju st adapted 
for the absence of it in tho other; and so 
souls come together in an indefinable way; 
they are conscious that their lives m ingle 
atm blend. This is tho rarest and the high­ 
est form of contact and yet It is the revela­ 
tion of th at law by which men can rise from 
bodily conditions into social,and from those 
into intellectual conditions; but the con­ 
sum m ation lies in that invisible, inUescnua- 
bie elem ent th at inheres iii everv man and 
woman, inheres sometimes only as a seed 
ungrow n,at other tim es develops ana is full 
of fragrance and finally full of fruit. 
There is a coming together between tho 
soul of m an and Christ, not figuratively 
only, tmt re a lly -spiritually. 
There are 
hours when there is developed in us such 
power, sucli fee Mug, ana such rising to 
suprem e heights th at we come very near to 
the absolute condition in which 
<»®.l l t i u i i < - l f D n r l l i , 
as a spiritual power; we come into such 
sym pathy in our conditions with the condi­ 
tion in which God him self lives that we 
absorb—I had alm ost said, from Him, some­ 
thing from His omnipotence. 
“Tilis kind 
cornetti not forth save 
by fasting ana 
preyor,” says Christ, that is, by tile suppres­ 
sion of paysieuL influences aud by the de­ 
velopm ent a t fait of th at superemine nt ex­ 
perience which gives to m an great power. 
It will not do for us m erely to i e techni- 
cady born again und ecclesiastically united 
with the saints of uod and the household of 
faith, or th at we come to th at < audition in 
which fear is rg-t out, or to th a t condition 
in which we have occasional visit us alone. 
Ail such experiences occur on the read to 
the h illier one and the typical one, and 
when souls have come int i such a high con 
aition they touch Christ, and they lulu! the 
prayer o£ C hrist which is couched in lan­ 
guage which seems to us m etaphorical— 
the prover in bis later discourse "As thou 
art in Me and I rim in thee tln-v may be in 
us. dw elling here w ith them —I shall come 
unto you aud m ake my ai ode with you.” 
Compare also the ajiostlo’s declaration in 
regard to putting on the Lord Jesus Ctar st. 
The significant m eaning of bread eat n ill 
memory of Christ is th at as oread when 
oaten ceases to be bread and becomes glori­ 
fied throng Ii digestion into nerve, bruin, 
eye, ear, impetus, so there is running all 
through tho Now Testam ent iii Hie teach­ 
ing of Christ tills valid idea. nam ely, that 
there is a possibility in the hum an soul of 
rising into th at elem eniary condition in 
whicTi the soul is really one with Christ. 
Aud so there ie developed in m en by reason 
of th a t unity a power over them selves, in 
them selves and upon others. 
There are single, saintly lives in many 
com m unities th at are more Pow erful in in­ 
f lu en cin g the im a g in a tio n and the belief of 
people than all the churches in th at whole 
region: tor W eare p erp etu ally iriterpreiing 
P au l’s d ecla ra tion : "It pleased God by fool­ 
ishness of preaching to save m en.” It is 
not lik e ly that, the p ulp it will rub th at out 
for a good while yet. It is not the 
Preaching or Foolishness, 
but the foolishness of preaching; that is to 
say. the power of preaching, relatively to 
the things th at ar© to bn done, is foolish­ 
ness, is sim ple and apparently like non­ 
sense. And if this is true of the best w hat 
shall be sain of the worst? 
This union w iih C hrist is the consum m a­ 
tion of Christian experience in this world. 
Atis never reached by m ultitudes; but it 
still lies in the soul like an unsprouted 
seed; it will come in the great hereat tor. 
There be souls th a t have visions, th at have 
m asterful experience. 
There are those 
th a t testify in later life th at they have had 
golden hours. Oh, if they could but con­ 
nect them ! But better a sunburst than 
th a t nothing. 
Y et the sun th at rolls a 1! day round the 
world is th at which is needed by the world, 
and th at is w hat is needed in Christian ex­ 
perience, for I think th at it may bu said 
th a t Christians are very largely what the 
earlier pilgrim s were on the shores o! this 
continent. 
They settled; they took pos­ 
session of the land, and they established 
the beginning of th in g s; but ail the future 
iay before them , and the vast continent of 
which they knew nothing. They were on 
the fringe of the continent, and I feel ttiat 
m ultitudes of men are in regard to religion 
pilgrim s who are just aettled on the edge of 
experience: before Rthem are deeper expe­ 
riences, aud in advance of them are higher 
ones, all-overcoming experiences, for we 
know alm ost nothing about tho soul as yet. 
We know' about im m ortality; we know 
about society and social laws, and we are 
m ostly occupied w ith technical and phy­ 


sical things; lint when we come to enfran­ 
chisem ent. when im agination is w rought 
w ith moral feeling ana compasses vast 
I knowledge, when it Is really sublim ated 
I into faith, bow many are tbero th at know 
much about such a state? 
It is given to me sometimes in the 
ingg, and more especially iii th, «Sabbath 
mornings, for which the w h o le week w ith 
me is a preparation, to lie 
H a lf I ’o m v i u u a i n M y R e d , 
when there rise up to my m ind certain 
views of tr u th ; certain passages of Scrip­ 
ture come like birds from paradise and 
open their golden wings, and u tter such 
notes as never bird-throat of earth w arbled; 
and then there shapes out itself to mo such 
a sermon, so exquisite in its proportions. 
aud leaving doubt, fear and t r o u b l e so far 
below—alm ost like a vision of heaven—t hat 
I say to myself. “God has given m e that. 
I will give it to the people today.” 
Alas, the m om ent my eves are open to 
m atter and my ears to business the whole 
thing is gone. 
When I try with my pencil 
to saetch it there is nothing there. I tell 
you tile best sermons I have bad in m y life 
I are those which I did not preach. B ut 
these things are ail of them to me constant 
int imations and assurances of this nigher 
condition of possible soul-life, and above 
a1) of ttiat soul-life wnich rises so high th at 
Christ is present and with all tho glory of 
HD effulgent! nature, becomes real to us; 
and then som ething in us may stretch it­ 
self out i hat it mav touch at least the .hem 
of Hts garm ent, or better yet, throw itself 
into His arm s or hide itself upon His bosom. 
as John dill upon the M aster’s bosom. 
Is there, then, no instruction hero for each 
of us? Our sins and our troubles are not so 
grievous to us a« wa it his wom an’s infirm ity 
to her, and yet they are greater evils. Our 
untem pered nature, our hard pride, our 
foolish running after m en’s sn u b s and 
praises, our vanity iii all things, our mis- 
conception of ourselves 
all our foolish 
faults aud sins—do they distress us m uch? 
Sin is no' tho trouble with us for the m ost 
part. The low state, tho unqualified world­ 
liness th a t pervades us does not send us 
above. AU outw ard things affect us, aud 
some 
I n w a r d Thing* A f f e c t T i l 
but th© things that touch tile highest ele­ 
m ent, tho very genius of hum an lite—these 
things we scarcely think of, or we say: 
"W ell, I am not a saint, and don’t pretend 
to be.” No such declaration is needed, per­ 
haps. But this does not trouble us. 
Agaiu. m any persons appear to grow in 
grace and yet tight at every step tho m edi­ 
cine whioh Die Lord sends. 
Many persons 
appear to glow in grace, aud yet we m ight 
ask why tfloy do not just get the prayer- 
book and lay it down before the Lord and 
say: "J ord, road th at through, and Lord 
allow me all it says there. It is the old 
prayef; it has got smooth with using.” 
A man struck througii the liver with a 
dart, a man in the agony of convulsions. 
will not sm ile: lie never will ho trivial in 
regard to ids condition. Let but tho body 
ache and a man will be up and eager ami 
sillier m any things of many physicians, as 
the woman did. and will Le none til© Pelter 
for it. but lunch tho worse. T hat is only 
the body, but tho soul Is sicker, more 
defiled, more full, or should be, of piercln r 
spiritual pains. But whero is our anxiety? 
W here is our resort to God? Do you come, 
then, to Jesus C hrist yourself w ith your 
own spiritual troubles? 
Do 
you 
corno 
boldly? 
Tile Jesus th a t healed upon tile earth ic 
m ightier yet; restored to the power of the 
spiritual condition Ho is fuller of m ercy 
and of sym pathy, and there is no < reature 
th at is not under His eye, and no w ant on 
our part that does not interest Him . Como 
boldly trt the throne of grace and rest in 
Him. T rust His goodness aud you shall go 
away relieved if not healed. 


ICE-CREAM AND FUNERALS, 


Queer M ethods of P roviding Funds for 
Obsequies Baltimore Colored People’s 
Curious Camp with a Corpse. 
B a ltim o re , Md.. 
February 27.—There 
was a big party at a colored widow’s house 
in the western section of the city tho other 
evening, to raise money to pay the expenses 
of the funeral of the w om an’s husband. 
It was a lively affair. 
Moro than IOO 
colored folks attended during the evening. 
Thay cam e and went. for the widow’s little 
house was not large enough to hold them 
all at one time. Oak os had been contrib­ 
uted by colored neighbors and w hite women 
who knew of the w om an’s bereavem ent 
The widow invested a couple of dollars in 
the ice-cream. Tickets sold at twenty-five 
cents, adm itting gentlem an and ladies. Tho 
tickets were Uiniieu to a select hundred or 
sex 
Ice-cream with cake, was ten rents a 
saucer, and many of the darkey dudes in-, 
vested several dim es in ice-cream for their 
dusky sweethearts. There was not much 
room in the parlor, and the whole house of 
four rooms was thrown open to the m eny 
crowd 
th at pretty 
soon dissijiated the 
funeral gloom which had overhung tile 
home for the past m onth. 
Floor space was 
not plentiful enough for w altzing or tho 
germ an, but the girls danced "sift-sand” on 
the kitchen floor until they m ane Die neigh­ 
borhood ring with the sound of their flying 
brass-heeled boots, to the a com panying 
patter of the brawny bands of their beans. 
It was a great night in Welcome alley. The 
widow’s daughters, two iii num ber, were 
the 
R e t i e * o f t h e E v e n i n g - 
Tbey sm iled on all the young fellows and 
reaped m any dim es for cream and cake. 
Tho widow realized sufficient money to 
pay off ail the funeral debts. 
Benefit patties to pay for funerals is a 
revival of an old custom th a t existed am ong 
the colored people of the South for sonio 
years after the war.

ant of an Immortal Man. 


Not a Political Question, but One

I ever open to tho w ants of tho poor and 
needy, and his ear w as never closed to tile 
appeals cf tho weak and hungry. 
It was 
tins kindly thoughtfulness for others which 
prompted him to look into tile poor man s 
pot where the dinner was cooking iii the 
peasant’s hovel iii Fram e, to know w hat 
kind of {no I was there for tho peasant 
and his family. 
The immortal author of the Declaration 
of Independence m ight, in those d av s, have 
been sec ti gifing I rom hovel lo hovel, 
studying domes t o economy beside Die 
hearthstones of the poorest, th a t he m ight 
bolter understand their need, and thus be 
enabled to benefit his own countrym en 
when he should once m ote return to his 
native land. 
In his later years Thomas Jefferson him ­ 
self felt the pressing needs ot poverty, like 
many another neglected benefactor of his 
country. His beautiful home a t Monticello 
was darkened by anxious care*, w hich his 
country, in recognition of his long-contin­ 
ued services, m ight have relieved. It was 
his daughter, M artha, who was the cheer 
aud solace of I humus Jefferson in his dark­ 
est hours. To his daughter he was devot­ 
edly attached, and upon her ho lavished 
not only parental affection, bat also tho 
wealth of his well-stored mind, gleaning 
the most precious jewels ho had gathered 
during long yours of study, witli which to 
adorn her brignt intellect. 
The sweet, intellectual face of M artha 
Jefferson looks out upon us (rom many an 
oid-time portrait, and reveals the fact that 
this daughter was worthy of such a father’s 
tenderest care and love. M artha Jefferson 
m arried a Randolph. Bhe had three daugh­ 
ters, and it is tim last of these daughters 
whom Congress is now asked to relieve 
from penury. 
Tbero is no dangerous precedent to be 
established by granting a pension to this 
aged lady. 'I here was but one man who 
wrote Die Declaration of Independence. 
Our 
country 
will 
never 
need 
an­ 
other. It should be esteem ed a privilege 
for those who » ujov the blessing of this flea 
land to acknowledge the debt of gratitude 
they owe to those who made them iroo, by 
relieving their descem lants from want. 
In 
atter years, would it not be enough to m ake 
Americans blush for the parsimony of their 
country were they to be told that a grand­ 
daughter oi Thom as Jefferson, when far ad­ 
vanced in years, being driven by the stress 
of poverty, knocked at t he doors of Congress 
asking for relief, aud asked in vain? 
Tho heroes w ho have em blazoned w ith 
lU'tre tho 
pages of the revolutionary 
history of our country, and their descend- 
aute. have asked or received little but 
em pty honors for their services. 
Their 
claim s have not been m any or large, and 
this groat and w ealthy republic, w hich is 
the outgrowth of that bani and heroic 
struggle of a few feeble colonies to obtain 
their freedom, can well afford to pause a 
m om ent to extend a helping band to any 
who remain am ong us, as sacred trusts, 
handed down from old revolutionary days. 
The aged daughter of M artha Jefferson 
will soon bass away, beyond the need of 
earthly aid. Before another Congress con­ 
vene*, her dav* may he num bered here, 
and It would be a graceful act of justice 
for the present t Congress, before it adjourns, 
to brush away the dust which has gathered 
upon that pension bill and pass It for the 
benefit of this worthy woman while there 
Is yet time. This is not a political question, 
for statesm en of all parties may well unite 
in testifying their gratitude to those who 
hare gone, before them , who h a te hewn 
down the m ountains of difficulty which 
stood in the way of their couutry’s advance­ 
ment.

W illiam Cogswell, don- 
f ressman elect, the com m ittee on organ- 
zation reported a constitution and by-laws. 
They also reported that the new organiza­ 
tion shall bo known as the National Fishery 
O rgunl/a Don. The ret ort was adopted. 
Iii the evening tho following-named direc­ 
tors were chosen; Sylvester Cunningham 
of Glom ester. Jam es Gifford of (-’ruvime- 
town, C. H. Fease of Now Bedford. I. C.

Crowell of Phila 
delphia. F. J. Babson was < hoses president;

Dnring Die day addresses were delivered 
by Charles Levi Woodbury and Captain 
r it/.

And in 
the Senate of the I 'n it* d States, on the re­ 
port oi Senator Edmunds, a bdl was anan- 
iim usly adopted to retaliate upon Canada 
w ith regard to her fishing interests Die 
same m easure which site proposed to use to 
destroy oms. Mio proposed to wipe out 
our fishermen upon the sea. We propose to 
wipe out our m arket from Canaai in fish. 
And tho one th at tvill die tirst under this 
uiutqal attack won’t be tho Yankee fisher­ 
men th it he saw ie fore him. 
He believes 
tho fishing interests of th e United States 
can stand u p against the world so long as 
the I uttod States governm ent stand ty 
them .

The sap is here snout sir 
feet wide and four deep. dug out of the hard 
roil, Hie die, being thrown out on the side 
toward the enemy, forming a bank rising 
a out live feet from tile surface and tin re 
fore about uiue feetabovc tho bottom of tho 
trench. Here. now’, are our boys. Hie few 
tiiat are left.

Rings found in collections go to prove that 
the one sentiment about rings always ex­ 
isted. Among other inscriptions found on 
Greek and Roman ring-:, the most common 
were; ">iav you live long.” "Live happy,” 
"I give this love pledge,” and “I bring good 
fortune to the rearer.” 
Ages ago they had a fancy for wedding 
rings whb It was very suggestive, and would 
be a suitable gift nowadays to henpecked 
husbands aud "under-iny-thumb” wives. A 
stone was inserted in Hie wedding ring on 
which was eugiaved an intaglio represent­ 
ing a hand pulling an ear, over w bleb was 
inscrilxid one word. "Remember.” Which 
side of the house had the Mipremacv is uot 
known, as the hand did not show definitely 
whether it belonged to a man or a woman. 
From what has been left by historians rela­ 
tive to woman’s position ai that ate, hovr- 
ever.it is almost conclusive that a mascu­ 
line hand did the puLing. 
A very lavish display was made of rings, 
and they were used as indication of gen­ 
tility or wealth. To the Or ek sentim ent­ 
alism they are indebted for a deeper signifi­ 
cance. A* a gift of love, or the sign of a 
betrothal, thev came into ancient use. 
The Jews always made the ring the most 
important fe Mure of the betrothal in the 
marriage ceremony. Their size and won­ 
der nil elaboration of workmanship make 
them a valuable carlo today. The first il­ 
lustration. which is nom the curious col­ 
lection of rings formed by the lite Lord 
Londesborough. is a magnificent ring of 
pure 
gold filizre richly enamelled. In 
hebrew characters 
are inscribed upon 
it, "Joy bo with you.” It is said that in ac­ 
cordance with a Jewish law this ring must 
of necessity be of a certain value. It was 
examined and certified Py Hie nfiiriafiug 
rabbi, and also by the chief officers of the 
synagogue when received from the bride­ 
groom. it was also required that tbe ring 
be tile alisolute property of the groom, and 
not a gift or obtained on credit. 
Vt lien all 
tiffs was properly certified the rabbi re­ 
turned the ring to Hie groom, who in turn 
placed it on the Auger ot his nance©, calling 
attention to Hie fact that she was hence­ 
forth congee! ated io him by means of the 
rin r. So irrevocable was this action that. 
should the marriage ceremony not take 
place afterward, no other marriage could 
be contracted by either party without a 
legal divorce. 
Solemn betrothals by ring* were often 
adopted in the middle aims between lovers 
who were about to be separated for a long 
period. It was considered as binding as a 
marriage ceremony, quite unlike the en­ 
gagement of today that, when either party 
tires, and one loses their money and hence 
becomes an undesirable match, or any such 
frivolous excuse arises, it can be set aside as 
easily a® throwing off au old pair of gloves, 
with nothing to do but fish about for tho 
next hest catch. Men are just as bad as 
women on this subject. 
It was also a pretty custom, long ago. for 
lovers to exchange rings. The gentleman 
did not have to spend a month’s income for 
a pretty trinket, for which begot no return, 
but he also wore and cherished a souvenir 
from his sweetheart. Chaucer describes a 
heroine as giving her lover a ring on which 
were engraved suitable love mottoes, and re­ 
ceiving a like one in return. Shakespeare 
makes more than one allusion to this cus­ 
tom. la th e "Two Gentlemen of Verona," 
Julia $ives Proteus a ring, saying, "Keep 
you this remembrance for thy Ju lites sake. 
To which he replies, "Why, then, we’ll 
make exchange; here, take you tfiis.” 
A *gimmal” or linked ring was then in­ 
vented which gave still greater force and 
significance to the custom. It was made ot 
a double and often triple link, which 
turned upon a pivot It could be opened, 
showing three rings, and closed. A small 
hand was attached to each outer ring, 
which, when closed, caused the hands to 
clasp, enclosing a heart which was affixed 
to the central notched ring. It was cus­ 
tomary to break these ring,* asunder in a 
solemn manner over the Bible. It was al­ 
ways done in the presence of a witness. 
who kejit tho central ring, the betrothed 
couplo reserving the two outside links, 
When the marriage contract was fulfilled 
at the altar the three portions were unltod 
aud the ring used iu the ceremony. 
'Die fourth finger of tile left hand has 
from the earliest date been used us the 
wedding ring finger. The ancient belief 
was that a nerve in this finger went 
directly to tho heart Tho Greeks and 
Romans believed so completely in th s that 
their physicians termed it Hie healing or 
medical finger. All tneir medical mixtures 
were stirred with it, with the firm convic­ 
tion that if they contained anything hurt­ 
ful it would be immediately communicated 
l*y a palpitation of the heart. Ye gods! 
lf physicians judged the hurtfulness of 
their mixtures now from Hie sensations of 
tile fourth finger, left hand, what grave­ 
yards we would have. 
They sty that this superstition still lives 
among the lower classes in England, where 
the riug huger is thought able to cure auy 
sore or wound by rubbing it. and all otte r 
fingers are injurious. The peasant; v both 
iii England and Ireland believe a wart or 
any eruption of the skin may be cured by 
rubbing it with tile wadi ling ring. Even 
America is not free from this belief. Tin y 
say sore eyes can be cured by scraping the 
lids with the wedding ring. In some coun­ 
tries a ring seen on the wedding-ring finger 
says as plain aa print, "lam married,” but 
it has no such significan t in America, 
tongle and married alike use it for the ring 
finger, in preference to all others. 
, 
’Die clasped hands adopted on the gim- 
mal ring soon 
became 
a 
fashionable 
emblem on the solid gold wedding ring. 
During the Shakespearean era a ring be­ 
came fashionable which sho oed the bust of 
Lucretia, with her baud directing the fatal 
dagger. 
At the back were two clasped 
hands, the whole boing enriched bv fine 
niello engraving. 
J he fishermen who in­ 
habit the Claddagh at Galway, on the Irish 
western coast, number several thousands. 
They are exclusive iii thoir tastes, mid 
rarely marry outside their own people. Tho 
we ding ring is there an heirloom iu the 
family, and descend* from motlier to first 
daughter married, aud so on for genera­ 
tions. Some of ihe rings are lory old. aud 
Biill show traces of the design of hands and 
crowned heart. \vhi"h was made first iii Hie 
Elizabethan era. 'Ihey are said to ne typi­ 
cal of tho married state. 
In the middle of Hie sixteenth century 
everybody had mottoes engraved on their 
rings on tho inside. They were very simple 
and twosome, such as

February 26.—I perceive th a t 
Mrs. Koran Stevens has beenin a suit w ith 
one of her tenants under the Victoria 
H otel,;-Th is lads bas a prom inence sugges- 
tive p l acceptance by other nations of 
Am erican plebeian equality. It is doubtful 
w hether the widow Of a hotel-keeper in 
any aristocratic country could Btand really 
a t "the head of titled and foreign society. 
Mr. Stevens, though be was a m ost success- 
ful publican, com m enced his life in tim 
hum bler walks of an eating-house keeper, 
chowder m anufacturer and pork and beaus 
mqn.

I have understood th a t he kept in Boston 
an eating place which finally grew to be the 
M sis of sac' essive hotels. There Is hot the 
least reason why a com m ercial spirit should 
not. particularly in an age h k eo u rs. under­ 
take to lodge ana feed the great travelling 
public.

Inn- 
keepers have risen to the highest places in 
• fcthttk:'M ilrat, who became king of Naples 
and brother-in-law of Napoleon, was a tav- 
‘ cfh keeper in a country tow n; Holer, who 
.is regarded as the chief m artyr of Austria. 
was a Ty rolese tavern-keeper. 
. TU any of our revolutionary generals, like 
H ugh Mercer am i A rthur S t Clair, kept 
taverns either before or after tim war. 
In 
short C hristianity itself commenced at the 
tavern in Bethlehem . 
As fastidious a po«fl- as Long fellow located 
one of his volumes in a wayside inn. though 
he wreto in an age of prohibition! and tem­ 
perance agitation. Some of the finest women 
Ail the I nited States, and best m erchants 
keep hotels or are interm arried with hotel 
keepers. There is not a more popular man 
jn the hotel business than David Hildreth, 
who cam e from Lynn, near Boston, and 
mnde the com m encem ent of a fortune keep­ 
ing a sm all tavern in New Orleans, whi re 
bt rose to b ; th e first proprietor of the fit. 
Charles Hotel, and he now has a splendid 
hotel property at lo n g Branch. 
B isson 
W aiter bas m • rri< d into a lam ilv worthy of 
Ii is thorough education, for Mr. H ildreth 
has brought up Ii is sons to superior occupa­ 
tions. such as engineering and the law. 
'I hose rem iniscences do not change the 
lect that Europe has altogether more dis­ 
tinction than true pride. Indeed, the Ameri­ 
cans have m ade their im pression on the 
strongest European society by the working 
out of their political principles which are 
embodied in th eir livos. A uiau m ight lie a 
blackguard m erely because ho hept a tav­ 
ern in Europe, but an Am erican hotel­ 
keeper would have a very different address 
in European society.

There is living in \ w York City a dis­ 
tinguished banker of (V rm an birth. He is 
a V ery sensitive m an about his extraction, 
race. etc. Few of us corn in this country 
would be bothered w ith his explanations 
and susceptibilities. He cam e out hero as 
the presum ed factor of a m ost im portant 
banking house, and set up foi a higher kind 
of sport, patron of the turf, and all that. 
It 
was understood by those who distressd 
them selves tor inform ation, th at 
Ile W in the Hon of a H orae Jo c k e y 
and cattle dealer in a sm all G erm an town. 
In Am erica he m arried a very fine woman, 
one capable of directing any royal family 
aud illustrating an age. fille was a genera­ 
tion or two back of hum ble agricultural 
origin, but the opportunities of a fresh na­ 
tion like this had m ade her im m ediate an­ 
cestors m ilitary people, and tho spirit of 
lioiio: was bred in the stock. Discerning 
in this manly lactor a mail of natural pow­ 
ers who could give her the environm ent to 
w hich slie was entitled, the com m odore’s 
daughter m arried the altogether inferior 
social personage. 
hem e tim e before th at m arriage there 
lived in Hie citv of New York a beautiiul 
and accomplished woman of great virtue 
and modesty, whose father kept an eating 
house. It wus no sm all affair of an eating 
house, but 
a com m ercial 
headquarters 
w iteie hundreds of people dined at midday. 
'Hie avocation made the proprietor rich .md 
he educated his daughter as if she had been 
a princess, sending her to th e best private 
schools where ber qualities soon made lier 
friends, above lier lath er’s trade, as it was 
then considered. She got tile repute of be­ 
ing the most beautiful woman of her day. 
According to a legend told here, which may 
or may not be just in precision with the 
facts, the young loreign barnier undertook 
on one o cusion to com m ent upon her origin 
as an eating-house keeper’s daughter. He 
fouuii iii a few m inutes th at tie had stirred 
up a I,eat of hornets. The woman ha : more 
lrien d sth an lie had; they were willing to 
die lor lier reputation- hie accepted a chal­ 
lenge by one of them and received a shot in 
the hip w hich has made him lim p for life, 
and every step he has made down the suc­ 
cessive generations is an em phatic excla­ 
m ation point of the moral th at "honor and 
Biiame from no condition rise.” 
A few years past I was at Saratoga w alk­ 
ing w ith one of th e m ayoit of New York 
C ity; a m an on the sidew alk stopped him 
paid they had a talk together, to which I 
listened. W hen we cam e away the Mayor 
told me th a t the m an I had just seen was 
(he widower husband of th a t eatihg-house 
keeper’s daughter, fiaid he: ‘‘Ever since 
ber death lie has been like one lost. He has 
wandered from country to country and from 
pity to i ity. He can find nothing to replace 
her. .She m ust have been a rem arkable wo­ 
m an.” He then related to me the basis of 
the story above. 
Mrs. M ackey is another boarding-house 
keeper who bas m ade a great d eu lo u to f 
Europe, such as it is, though I have my 
doubts 
w hether she is 
m uch 
envied 
intone wise 
m atrons in this 
country, 
fihe k ep t a boarding-house of 
respect­ 
able character, to which her conduct gave 
alm ost em inence by its thorough piopriety 
In the 
early days of California. 
The 
wouiau out there were in suprem e re­ 
quest. 
Nearly every m an had for. e of 
character, fille m arried a m ost energetic 
m an for her second husband, and he has 
allowed her to pursue ber social inclina­ 
tions from country to country, until his 
Step-daughter has m arried some prince or 
other and has really lost her better identity 
By this connection; for princes’ on the 
other side, especially in Italy, are alm ost as 
thick as th e dees. 
I rem em ber being in Florence about a 
Quarter of a century paet, w lien I m et from 
house to house the count and countess or 
tome body or other. W henever the count 
opened his m outh he dropped ad his b ’s. 
The countess was a rath er am iable English 
iromau. I undertook to find out the m ys­ 
tery of this noble origin with such mis­ 
firing accom panim ents. One of the artists 
.old me th a t the count b ad been a horse 
jockey during the days of the grand duke 
of Tuscany, and he ban cured the old ring­ 
worms mid ulcers of the horses, propped up 
the t iffs of the brood mares, ann the grand 
duke saw one fine nay th at the mob was up 
and th at he would probably have to vacate 
Tuscany forever. Bo he began to give away 
titles of nobility as fast as they could he 
signed, and am ong others who cam e for­ 
w ard was our count. It seems to m e th a t 
his nam e was som ething like P ratt, and 
th a t hi* title when I knew bim was C ount 
T raitor! or Count P rattuny. No m atter, he 
was more obscure by being a count th an if 
he had been a good horse doctor. 
On 
another occasion I saw a count or prince, or 
tom ething or other, 
Guillotined In Paris 
for the crim e of 
having poisoned his 
mother-in-law and his 
wife, and subse­ 
quently, his m istress. 
He insured 
her 
fife 
for 
about 
$100,000, 
and 
then 
poisoned her w ith digitalis. This was an 
uncommon poison, and it gave the insur­ 
ance com pany a good deal of trouble to de­ 
velop it in the stom ach of the deceased 
w oman. 
* he count had told his victim to 
trirnlhon all her lriends and inform them 
that she was in her last illne-s. 
"Drawfft 
Strong.” said he, "and have them all i o- 
[iove vcu, because our little gam e is to fir 
(rom France to some other country and live 
Bn this money and have cham pagne every 
nay.” 
The poor fool gave it ont th at she was in 
her last illness, called tor tile priest and 
Sent away the doctors. Then the noble 
count poisoned her prom ptly w,th the digi­ 
talis. He was able to show by every wit­ 
ness in th a t part pf Paris th at she had died 
a natural death and w as a long tim e dying. 
Nevertheless the insurance company was 
not satDned. They considered th a t til is 
fellow was an adventurer like 10,000 of his 
class to be found in Europe; be was living 
outside of the laws of decency with a m is­ 
tress. W hat business had he to insure the 
m istress except for some avaricious pur­ 
pose? 
Thus does the fabric of crime, however 
cunningly put up, yield to a very little sus­ 
picion. 
They found th at Count de la Pom m erais 
toad undoubtedly poisoned his m istress and 
toad probably poisoned his wife and her 
m other some veers before. 
Bo I saw him brought out 
from the 
Boqnette prison w ith his shirt ail scissored 
ou t so th at the guillotine knife could have 


free play at his neck. and his head rolled in 
the saw-dust basket like those of kings and 
queens before bim. 
As this letter has no especial relevancy to 
any them e, I will tell a story a business 
friend relates to me, though I never heard 
ff tho parties aud do not vouch for the! 
tatem ents. It seems th at som ewhere or 
other in this city a woman died. leaving a 
will by which she gave her property to her 
husband. He puto n m ourning habilim ents, 
had respectable tears at hand to draw upon, 
and consoled him self with the idea th at he 
was the only heir.

This was really exciting. It I ©came m ore 
exciting when the husbandhad to acknowl­ 
edge to his ow n counsel that ho had never 
thought enough of his wife's letters to keep 
one of them . 
"W h at m ust I do?” said the husband, 
wiping his crane h a t w ith his coat sleeve, 
and draw ing this tim e some real tears out 
of the proper duct. 
"W hy." said the lawyer, “as you have got 
no letters of > our w ife. and cannot there­ 
fore prove her signature, yon m ust edvet- 
! rise for some of her Ii ttors. She m ust,have 
w ritten to other people in the course of her 
days, if for no other reason than to keep her 
i hand in.” So an advertisem ent appeared, 
offering to pay liberally for any genuine 
letters of 
The I* ©censed, Mr*. OI*ry Sextan. 
T he only person w ho put in an appearance 
w ith any such letters was a m an who looked 
as if ho had once been a great hypocrite, 
but w'as now a total wreck. 
Said th e law yer dealing w ith him : "How 
cam e roo by these letters?*’ 
"They were w ritten to m e,” said the m an. 
"How did you know the wife of my 
client?” 
"I was her clergym an.” 
"W here is your church?4* 
"A h," said 
the shabby genteel 
man, 
‘‘th a t’# where I w ant you to keep my confi­ 
dence. I was dismissed by my congrega­ 
tion.” 
"Indeed. W hat did they dismiss you for?” 
"I would not go into th at matted.” said 
th e decayed clergym an, "if it did not g iro 
m e some justification for selling these let­ 
ters. I fiat an ’t got a cent or a f i lend iii the 
world today, and these Jenera I w ant a 
{•TO i0 tor. They give me aw ay asw ell as 
th e deceased saint and the husband as well 
who w ants to buy them .” 
So the lawyer paid the $1000 and handed 
the letters over to m e husband. 
Being descended iroin clerical people, I 
have a tendency to forget my text and to 
discuss the universe instead of w hat I began 
w itll. Mrs. Stevens. I OeLieve, was the text 
this m orning. She was th e second wife of 
F a rm .-tvveils and the daughter, it is said, 
of a prom inent 
U r» o ry Merchant at Lowell. 
Tile m arriage was an advance for Mr. Ste­ 
vens in a social point of view. and the 
recognition of uncom m on beauty and phys­ 
ical gifts a n i probably youlb asw ell, Ste­ 
ven# thrived especially after that m arriage, 
showed a greater am bition, and died tile 
most famous hotel-keener of the U nited 
States. The laige hotels of many of our 
cities cam e into existence under his m an­ 
agem ent. 
He a d 'anced money to tile 
bulbier of the F ifth Avenue Hotel and 
tiieiebv got the lease of it. 
He kept one or 
m ore of the best hotels in Boston in their 
(.ay, opened the C ontinental Hotel in Phil­ 
adelphia. which a as the com m encem ent of 
an era in the hotel ousiness, aud before be 
oied Mr. Stevens built the Victoria fiats on 
Broadway, which W'ere called th e Stevens 
apartm ent hom e. People here say th at it 
cost $2,000,000. 
it was not his wisest venture and in 
course of tim e the apartm ents had to be 
changed iuto a hotel* which took the nam e 
oi Queen Victoria. It is a successful house 
and was lbng kept by Stanfield & Rmley. 
Mr. Kisley died a few years past. He and 
Mrs. Stevens never rejoiced at the sight of 
each other. Mr. Stanfield was form erly at 
the head of the dry goods m erchants of 
New York City. He is a limn of travel aud 
experience. Mrs. Stevens, it appears, lives 
in this house, or is there much of the time. 
Her daughter m arried one of th eP ag etso f 
th e family of the M arquis of Anglesea. 'Hie 
Pagets are considered to he last men. but 
the society they go in rattier delights in 
their reputations. 
Hum an society is sucn a aueer puzzle 
th at w hat in a lower state would ruin any 
reputation crates an absolute distinction in 
a higher stage. There probably never was 
a fam ily in this world as cowardly and con­ 
tem ptible as the children ot George IIL, 
and yet if you read the recollections ot th at 
tim e you will find th at their liehavior 
really seemed elegant to their associates. 
They caried George Iv., who was the m ean­ 
est of the set. 
the 
first gentlem an in 
Europe, on the theory th at lie was, when 
the tailor had made him up. such a splendid 
looking fellow aud with such spirit. Then 
loreign society w htch comes to this country, 
particularly th a t of tbe turf description, 
g e n ia lly appears before Mrs. Stevens with 
letters of introduction. 
Site is a large 
woman who is said to have dignity and 
address when there is o canion lor them : 
if you see her ut some theatre or place of 
am usem ent you merely observe a large, 
substattiial-lookiug w oman of a rather sad 
conn (©nance. 
'lite case in court seem s to have been 
nothing more than a skirm ish w ith one of 
tile tenants of her property. The tenants 
are pro ably in tbe habit of conferring to­ 
gether an t passing resolutions to the effect 
th a t they do not like Mrs. Stevens. Then 
she comes into one of their shops, and they 
proceed to read the resolutions. 
As I commenced I shall end, w ith the 
allegation th a t the reople who know least 
about the intluetice of Am erica are those 
who are seeking for aristocratic society in 
some other land. The Americans, atter a 
hundred vears, are respected for w hat they 
really a re -th e y can 
keep 
hotels, 
can 
butcher hogs in Chicago or cattle in Kansas 
Citv, can have kept boarding-houses on 
pold hills or eating-houses in Boston, aud 
it does not disparage them a particle in 
Europe. 
But, when they trim their bonnets for 
aristocratic 
recognition, 
or 
undervalue 
their com m ercial origin, or size them selves 
up for w hat they are not and never have 
been, they are smiled upon. There is no 
occasion, in our country, for a m an to keep 
out of business in order to be a gentlem an. 
Every other nation knows th at Hie finest 
gentlem en in America are those who are in 
trade, and, geacrally, rn tho m echanical 
tra I es. 
I recollect being once at a com m ercial inn 
in G reat Britain with a friend. He related 
a curious scene and incident which had 
happened to him when my back was turned. 
Toe hotel was divided iuto two parts, one 
for the m ore im portant guests, and the 
other for com m ercial travellers. The com­ 
m ercial m en paid a little less th an the 
others and probably had more fun. 
My friend, who was rather on the exquisite 
order of beings, particular about his cigar­ 
ettes, sh irt calfs, etc., dropped into a C'>sy 
little parlor, w here there was a sea coal fire. 
He had not been seated there long before a 
person cam e in who nodded, took a seat, 
lighted a long clay pipe, and exclaim ed: 
"W hat line?” 
"I bog your pardon,” said my Am erican 
friend; "w hat did you ask?” 
"W hat line?” repeated the man. 
The Am erican undertook tp give 
the 
nam e of tbe railroad line by which he had 
come. 
"Stop.” said the other person, "but ain’t 
you a gentlem an?" 
“ Why, yes, I hone so,” said the Yankee, 
very much surptlsod. 
Thereupon the com m ercial traveller rang 
the bell fiercely, and when it was answered 
cried ; “Here, landlord, pat out this gentle­ 
m an!” 
In point of fact the Am erican had in­ 
truded into a society which classified gen­ 
tlem en as persons with noshing to do and 
rattier exploited them selves th at they were 
plain com m ercial travellers. So if any gen­ 
tlem an I rom this country goes abroad he 
hail hest keep his commercial card in his 
hand lent ibey put him out as a bogus gen­ 
tlem an.

EVOLUTION OF THE 'CYCLE. 


T he Fleet One M ade la 16011 by a French­ 
m a n —C ru lk * Ii a n it'* C a r i c a tu r e . 
Bicycles and tricycles having become 
favorite modes of locomotion both in Eng­ 
land and abroad, the history of these vehi­ 
cles has been m ote closely inves igated. 
Tbe Idea of propelling a sm all carriage on 
wheels by the arm s or legs is very old. A 
m achine ot this kind was described by 
Ozanatn. a m em ber of the French Academy, 
in KIPS. 
It was the invention of one Rich­ 
ard, a physician at Rochelle, bad lour 
wheels, and was put in motion by pedals. 
Since th at tim e several sim ilar attem pts 
have been made, one by Blanchard in 1780, 
before be devoted his energies to the con­ 
struction 
of 
his aeronautic 
machines. 
Nearly thirty-five years later (IBIS) Neei- 
pbore Niepce, one of th e inventors of pho­ 
tography, constructed the first bic\ cie. or 
‘ pedestrian hobbyhorse.” as it was called 
in England. These velocipedes rem ained 
in favor in Baris for some years, aud in 
1818 were taken up and improved in Eng­ 
land. 
A tricycle for the use of ladles, called 
“The ladies’ hobby,’- was likew ise con­ 
strue te ' at this tim e, and shoe s a m arked 
im provem ent by the introduction of pedals, 
which were connected By levers to the 
front wheels. The original wood cut of 
"T he ladies’ hobby-' bears Ute date of May 
23. I s la . The London velociped'sts used 
to practice in a riding school established 
for tbe purpose by one Johnson at AO 
Brewer street, Golden square, aa illustra­ 
tion of which is extant. 
It wa« perhaps there th a t CruikHhank 
conceived the idea for his am using carica­ 
ture. dated duly. 1810, and entitled "Every 
Man on His Perch; or. Going to the Hobby 
F air.” However, the velocipede 
m ania 
cam e to an end in Paris and London soon 
after 1820, and was only revived some 
tw entv years ai ter, since-when bicycles and 
tricycle have been so m ach im proved th at 
they bid fair to retain a perm anent place 
am ong the m eans of locomotion.

The Various Fleets, 
with Their 
Tonnage and Power. 


Among the schem es to im prove and in­ 
crease the naval establishm ent of the 
U nited S tates Is one offered by Mr. VVhit- 
thorne of Tennessee in the Senate.by which 
he would seek to m ake Ute m ercant ile navy 
at once an auxiliary of the w ar ships of the 
regular service. 
Mr. W Uitthorne’s motion points to the 
erection of a class of shins universally rec­ 
ognized today as necessary for the suc­ 
cessful prosecution of a w ar against an 
enem y whose interests are on the ocean. 
To put the case in a nutshell, there are 
three nations who may possibly at some 
tim e or other -m ay tile day be far distant— 
have to reckon w ith G reat B ritain as an 
antagonist, tne U nited States, France and 
Russia. 
Each of these countries knows 
th at the vulnerable point of England is the 
im m ense sea-going m ercantile fleet. There 
is where the most gain of a w ar if not the 
most glory is to be found. For this reason 
Adm iral Aube, the French 
m inister of 
m arine, carries out a policy in his own 
words of building ships to drive British 
com m erce front the sens. 
His notions are 
expressed in the desire for "Alabautas. 
More Alabamas, still 
more A labautas.” 
"E ngland’s com m erce,” says the Journal 
des 
1'ebats, "is her vulnerable 
point; 
threaten th at and peace between the two 
countries is assured.” 
Russia recognized the sam e principle in 
the purctiase during 1878 of Am erican 
m erchant steam ers, and the Moscow patri 
otic com m ittee here have built foul cruis­ 
ers for the same purpose, nam ed tbe Asia, 
Africa, Europe and America. 
And now comes Mr. W hitthom e, recog­ 
nizing the sam e weakness, to call upon the 
governm ent to set itself right w ith owners 
of steam ships so th at a t short notice a fleet 
of ’’com m erce destroyers" 
m ay 
be set 
afloat. Senator W bitthorne’s bill author­ 
izes the enrolm ent from the commercial 
rn trine of such vessels as may, after inspec­ 
tion tty the Navy D epartm ent, be shown to 
be fitted for carrying two or more naval 
guns of modern construction, and other­ 
wise suitable for cruisers, and winch shall 
be field oy their owners sub acton dem and 
of the governm ent, to be used or taken as a 
part of the regular naval force of the 
U nited States, upon such com pensation as 
may be determ ined by a hoard of arciira- 
tors m utually selected. The hill also au­ 
thorizes, a f t r inspection, tbe enrolm ent of 
seam en of Am erican citizenship, between 
the ages of 20 and 45 years, as 
T a r t o f th e N a v a l R e s e r v e . 
providing for th eir instruction one m onth 
in each year at regular naval stations, 
receiving for such period the paym ent of 
seam en In the navy, and granting a bounty 
of $100 for five years’ continuous service. 
Such officers and men, upon dem and, to lie 
m ustered into the service of the U nited 
states. 
How many vessels could be thus utilized 
is at present a m atter of conjecture. Llovd’s 
Universal Register gives the I nited States 
70 wood and composite steam ers, of over 
1000 and less than 2000 tons; 43 iron of 
the sam e capacity; 8 steam ers (wood) of 
over 2000, and 70 iron of over 2000 tons. 
And now conies a project to m ake a fleet 
of steam ers better than any In the world, 
which, if earned out according to protec­ 
tion, would start the United States in tne 
lead of ownership of sw ift com m erce de­ 
stroyers. 
A company, which has adopted the nam e 
of the Arrow 
Steam ship Company, hoe 
been incorporated, with a capital of $1,- 
000,000. A huge model of the first of a 
fleet of sw ift iron and steel ocean vessels is 
now on exhibition. The model shows six 
tunnels and six masts, representing a ves­ 
sel of 5200 tons. Tho application of the 
principles of the peculiar construction of 
the fieet Is covered by a patent granted 
January l l , 1887, and 
atso secured in 
every country having a seacoast, with a 
right to build steam ships of all kinds, from 
a yacht to 600 tons upward. 
Tho pioneer vessel of the Arrow line is 
now being built at Alexandria, Va. She is 
to be nam ed the Pocahontas. The regis­ 
tered tonnage of the Pocahontas will be 
5200, and her dead weight, 3600 tons. H er 
dim ensions are 
Length over all, 540 feet; 
between perpendiculars, 615 feet: beam, 40 
feet; extrem e depth, 4(1 feet; draft at bow, 
20 feet, and at stern. 25 feet. The capacity 
of her engines is to be 12,000 nom inal 
horse power, with a capability for develop, 
nient to 27,000. Bhe Is m eant to carry only 
passengers, treasure, express m atter aud 
mails. Her model is 
H lm ila r to T p b at o f t h e S tile tto , 


which has the unprecedented record of 
23.7 m iles per hour. If needed for govern­ 
m ent service in tim e of war, the Pocahontas 
can easily be converted into a form idable 
aud dangerous ram. 
Mr. Robert M. Preyer, engineer in chief, 
is tbe patentee of lite system he has adopted 
in the plans of this vessel, and he contends 
that, according to his designs, the Poca­ 
hontas will be able to cross the Atlantic 
in nearer five than six days, if necesssarv. 
Bite will carry 360 first-class saloon pas­ 
sengers and 608 cabin and steerage. The 
vessel will cost $600,000 to bulb , and it 
is claim ed by the lom pany th at it can be 
constructed in an American shipyard for 
25 per oent, less than an inferior vessel of 
equal tonnage can be built on the Clyde. 
Against this w hat has G reat Britain to 
show in the shape of an extem porized navy, 
to protect her vast commerce and indict 
dam age on others. To begin w ith she has 
a selection from 825 iron and 125 steel 
steam ships of 2000 tons and over, a total of 
950. This is a large num ber, but the ships 
capable of such Service are not quite so 
num erous as the figures would imply. For 
the ordinary purposes of trade 
A I 'o a s n r a t l i c l r S lo w S te a m e r 
is often a more profitable investm ent than 
a “greyhound." 
The British m ercantile 
m arine can boast less than fifty vessels pos­ 
sessing an average ocean speed of 14 knots 
and upw ards Of these fifty steam ers about 
ten have actually accom plished IO to 18Va 
knots on their transatlantic voyages week 
after week; about fifteen possess speed 
ranging from 14Va to 16 knots, and tile re­ 
m aining twenty-five are credited with 14 to 
14Vs knots. Then it the race is to be swift, 
as in spite of the proverb it most generally 
is, speed is by no m eans the peculiar prop­ 
erty of the British. 
Nor is there today such confidence in the 
British m ercantile steam fieet as possible 
cruisers as there was. T rading vessels have 
m any tim es played an im portant part in 
naval battles, and may do so again. 
B ut it 
is extrem ely doubtful if m erchant steam ­ 
ers. as a t present constructed, and under 
existing conditions of naval warfare, can 
be effectively converted iuto war vessels. 
As Improvised cruisers, they would suuice 
to m eet m erchant com batants, but would 
have, 
generally 
speaking, neither 
the 
power to fight war cruisers nor speed to run 
away. The practical inutility of the much 
vaunted w ater-tight com partm ents, from 
which the British adm iralty ex pa- ted such 
great assistance in tim e of need, was shown 
in the case of the steam ei Oregou, which 
w ent to the bottom so soon atter colliding 
with a sailing vessel. 
One thing is certain, however, th a t as a 
class they are equal to the im provised war 
ships made up from other m ercantile fleets. 
The British ocean liners would compare fa­ 
vorably 
as 
’ converted’' 
cruisers with 
Freuoh, Germ an, Dutch, Belgian or United 
States ocean-going steamers. 
Now let us see how the num bers stand, 
and from w hat ships the Britisli adm iralty 
can today select "com m erce protectors,’’ to 
m eet the 'com m erce destroyers-’ of its 
rivals. 
In general term s every ship carry­ 
ing British m ails are adapted to the purpose 
of cruisers: but certain vessels have Peen 
form ally 
registered, 
and these include 
m any fam iliar to our readers as transat­ 
lantic steamers. 
Altogether in 1886, 300

It built 86 
per c e n t of I he iron and steel tonnage of 
toe world in ) 885. 
A pressure on the shipbuilding yards of 
the Clyde, Tham es. Tyne, of Barrow-in- 
Furness and the steam navy yards of G reat 
Britain, would mean an enormous produc­ 
tion, so th a t the "reserve strength” is a fac­ 
tor of the greatest m agnitude. The w eak­ 
ness iu the case of the British Isles is in the 
fact th a t it is dependent for food supplies 
from abroad. But assum ing that the A tlan­ 
tic trip was too dangerous, the wheat fields 
of Russia and India are yet safe. 
It would 
require a peculiar coin binal ion to shut Eng­ 
land out of the world’s m arkets. 
It should be noted that the list of steam ­ 
ers m entioned in tbe United States sum ­ 
mary Is very small. This is accounted for 
by the fact th at ocean steam ships of 2000 
tons or over are alone reckoned.

Street aid at Heme. 


Afternoon and Evening the Only 
Time for Calls. 


On Sunday in Paris the shops are shut, the 
streets are em pty, just as much as in Bos­ 
ton during the church-going hours. It was 
just 12.30 o’clock when I left a hotel and 
turned th e corner into Rue St, Honore. la 
a m om ent I had a sort of chill of amaze­ 
m ent, to see th e narrow street, usually full 
of life, crowded w ith carts and omnibuses, 
cabs, 
carriages, eharettes, ss absolutely 
clean and bare aa Mother H ubbard's cup­ 
board. 
T here was a bleak east wind also, 
iii spite of an insincere sunshine. I call it 
an east wind because it had the knack of 
penetrating my thick wrap, which con­ 
vinced me th a t it was of the son th at was 
blowing in Boston on th at yery same day, 
though whence it blew here to Pos ess its 
peculiar sharpness, I do not pretend to say. 
Ail is, for a m om ent I wondered if I had 
been dream ing, and was in reality on the 
corner of Tem ple place and W ashington 
street this cold, sunny Sunday noon. Ti ere 
was but little Boston about it, however, ex­ 
cept for the quiet buuday aspect- T hestreet 
is asphalt, and was then swept clean and 
shining. T urning directly into the place 
Vemlome. the 
tall colum n 
fam iliar Pi 
every one of us as the paper-weight of our 
childhood, rose beiore me. ann put me 
quickly back in the right place. 
This 
column, by the way, which goes up arid 
down like a therm om eter with every varia­ 
tion of the French tem peram ent, is re. 
stored to look just as it did at first, with 
the bronze statue of the first Napoleon on 
top. 
As you all know N athan Appleton. I see 
no harm in saying th at I was on my way to 
his rooms for a little breakfast in honor of 
his recent engagem ent, of which you have 
already heard. He bas a c o s y little apart­ 
m ent on $ sunny corner of tbe boulevard 
de# Cauuclnes, where I m et Miss Ovington 
and her friend, Miss Em m a Thursby. and 
one or two others. I m ust not om it among 
tile guests a superb great Angora cat as 
large as a sheep, who cam e with the ladies, 
suitaoly 
draped 
with 
a 
dainty 
pink 
ribbon 
round 
his 
neck, 
He 
con­ 
ducted him self with a decorum which lent 
seriousness to an otherwise light and gay 
occasion. 
I he table was strew n with flow­ 
ers, as Mr. Appleton likes to arrange it, the 
menu was just right, and everything was 
charm ing. l eaving these friends, by the 
middle of the afternoon. I came down upon 
the boulevard, and because it was sunny 
and bright, and because I m ust get m r exer­ 
cise. I walked to m y next engagem ent. 
W hat a contrast from the morning! The 
streets were sw arm ing with strollers out for 
Sunday afternoon. 
Du the broad sidewalk 
of tire 
boulevards it was impossible to 
strike out w ith a good fast Yankee step, on 
'account of the great num ber of people go­ 
ing each wav, whi' h I had to fall in with, 
and move along at a sauntering gait with 
Die cheerful. < battering crowd on its way— 
nowhere in particular.

A Peculiar Measured Click 
unlike anything else. 
It was w arm er then 
and pleasanter. My east wind had retired, 
with other features of a I’uritan Sunday, 
and tile whole scene was now as absolutely 
French as possible. 
Swarm s of people, 
family groups, pere et m ere de fam ine, 
students w ith canes, nurses with little boys 
in tall hats, very lew 
Americans, 
and 
almoet everybody talking French. It was 
indescribably different from such a crowd 
at home. Do not you know a sort of listless 
air the Anglo-Buxons have when they are 
enjoying them selves in this m anner? They 
move along not often speaking to each 
other, an i w ith a kind of droop of tho 
shoulders, as if walking were a tiling and 
unaccustom ed feat, looking rather wist- 
llilly a t those they m eet, half afraid of 
two things; one th at the wrong peoDie will 
how to them , and the other th at they shall 
be seen bowing to the w rotig people, and 
restraining them selves from superfluous 
m ovem ent or expression for fear 
they 
should be conspicuous. 
Not a bit of th at here; a total freedom of 
self-consciousness. 
This race of 
Latins 
m ake wind-uuliH of them selves at a mo­ 
m ent's notice. 
T heir heads 
turn more 
easily. The man turns around and looks at 
his wife and she raises her head to sm ile at 
him . We look straight before us all the 
tim e when we are w alking together. A 
Frenchm an’s fingers open wider titan ours. 
He is often, apparently, pointing at several 
tilings at onoe. w aving hts hands,shrugging 
his shoulders, balancing on his toes. 
Of 
course it is a m atter of taste/ which method 
is tbe best Tbe French one im parts ny far 
the more liveliness to a Sunuay afternoon 


N oting these things, and crossing the 
broad avenue at the peril of m r life between 
swooning lines of carnages going in the two 
opposite directions—for. as we have ob­ 
served, the coachm en scorn to have the 
slightest consideration for foot passengers. 
and, indeed. I have hea d that those who 
get run over are compelled to pay a tine for 
m aking so much trouble-1 went on toward 
the Arch ol Trium ph to a side street, one of 
those beloved and inhabited by the so­ 
called American colony, to pay a visit. 
T he hours for visiting are from 3 to 6, in 
Paris. Nobody thinks of m aking a call in 
the m orning and people seldom receive 
visitors until the afternoon. This is a good 
plan. I th in k ; iigives you the m orning free, 
if you stay at home, safe from interruption. 
lf you go out for shopping or w hat you like, 
you are lu re not to miss somebody nice. As 
yon know, th© newly arrived one m akes the 
first visit, occult indications causing her to 
be aw are th at she will be welcome, and the 
day being made known to ber when it will 
be well for her to call. This also is a better 
plan than ours, and alm ost everyw here it is 
acknowledged to lie so. It is certainly In 
the interests of both parties, strangers in 
town and their friends, as well. who live in 
tbe town. For how olten, in Boston, we 
miss 
seeing 
friends from other places 
through notknow lng when they come and 
where they are. Was I born with the intui­ 
tion th at so and so would arrive on tbe 
10th of January. 1887, and would be at the 
T horndike when I should call the next day 7 
Burely not: and so and so m ust tell m ein 
•om e way or other, the sim plest wrey being 
for her, when she gets ready, to come and 
see me. This relieves my m ind of all anxi- 
etv until she appears, and at the sam e tune 
gives her pefect freedom to let me alone, 
if she like.

The Cincinnati L abor Convention End# 
Q uietly- George Men Say the P latform 
Is B etter Than They Expected. 
C in c in n a ti, O., February 24.—The har­ 
mony which characterized the closing pro­ 
ceedings of the l abor convent!* n was a 
surprise to the delegates them selves. The 
larm ers were suspicious of the K nights of 
Labor, and they declared that, if it turned

m ittee thirty-six hours to agree upon a 
platform. There was no decided opposition 
to ant thing except the woman suffrage and 
tem perance planks. The land resolutions, 
which

offered us a compromise, 
brought out a techie protest from two or 
three of Die u ltra Henrv George men. but 
the resolution wore adopted w ith a w birl. 
The innuendo of the women in the con­ 
vention turned the scale iii favor ot a 
woman suffrage plank, hut rho effect of tho 
resolution was neutralized by tho am end­ 
m ent this m orning relegating tile sun eel 
to the various states. The convention com ­ 
pleted its labors a t 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
and uiosi of the delegate-, loft for their 
homes tonight, although a tow rem ained 
to arietta the ratification m eeting at Music 
flail tonight. 
The delegates are generally well pleased 
w ith their work. Otic of rite Chicago men, 
wi.o represented the United Labor party 
there, says that tbe land plunk 
s not 
radical enough to suit them . The Henry 
George deiegaresdsi late th at tho pl tiorm 
is m uch better than they expected from a 
convention of Greenbackers. Every line ot 
the pl .tit rm was telegraphed to George by 
Dr. De Bock of this city tins m orning. 
Th® C incinnati labor men, who now have 
an organization of 12.000 voters, will not 
rem the new party right away. 
They are 
generally followers of H enry George. 
It is 
considered a rn stake on Mr. George’s part 
th at he did not rem ain tnrough the conven­ 
tion. He would have been invited to ad­ 
dress the body, but it would have been 
impossible to carry iris plank on account of 
the large proportion of m im ers. H ie prest- 
dent of lite convention, donator Streeter of 
Illinois, is w r th $600,000, ami there were 
several wealthy stock-ia.sers rn the conven­ 
tion. 
'Ute authors of tile platform were 
Robert betail.tug of Wisconsin and E. H.

A F renchm an’s C razy F re a k —Ills Sou­ 
b re tte and H ts Coach a n s . 
One of the m ost eccentric of Parisians.the 
Baron de.ioest. has recently died bequeath­ 
ing hts property, worth more than $600,- 
000, to the Society for tho Prevention of 
C ruelty to Animals. 
The baron lived id a sim ple m anner, at­ 
tended only by a fem ale servant, young and 
good-looking, like tbe soubrettes whom one 
sees on the French stage. He was in the 
habit of changing bis soubrette once or 
twice a month. De doest m ight he com­ 
pared, owing to his eccentricities, to the 
m ad m arquis of W aterford, but ho was less 
genial than the Irish peer.

The Jehu, exasperated beyond measure, 
fell upon his m aster lire a maniac, pom­ 
m elled him w ithout mercy, and flinging 
hun into the 0 Triage, drave nim off, noions 
volens, to the Bots bringing (tim back. hail 
dead with cold, at 4 o’clock next morning. 
N ext day the baron, sum m oning his con li­ 
m an lo bls presence, ga e him IOO francs, 
ana com m ended the strength of Iris arms. 
The baron belonged to seventeen differ­ 
ent hum anitarian societies, but showed 
little pi' of of benevolence to m an or beast 
during his lifetim e.

The parish of Glenbeigh, the scene of the 
recent evictions, lies far away down In tile 
extrem e south of th e county of Kerry. 
It is as desolate a spot as can be found on 
the whole western coast. 
Tho nearest 
town is Castle Island, notorious as the he *rt 
and centre of the most disaffected district 
in Ireland. To reach it Irom K itlarn ey a 
long trip of tw enty m iles across country 
m ust be taken, and from Tralee tho distance 
is only five m iles

bills, situated some height above the sea, 
Iii a bleak, exposed situation. 
Bor tho 
tourist in search of a picturesque wilder 
ness the locality is attractive enough and 
there is plenty of shooting on the hills to 
satisfy tho sportsm an, bitt for tho husband­ 
man it is as undesirable in location as could 
welt be imagined. 1-ike m any hundred 
thousand acres of land iii the west of Ire­ 
land, it is a w asie 01 bog and rock. But for 
tbe constant labor of the cottiers w ho re 
nestled am ong tho boulders, it would in a 
very few years relapse into a waste which 
m ight afford pasturage for snipe, but for 
nothing else. 


CENTENARIAN STATISTICS. 


C arious F a c ts K clatlng to K onaevU y— 
D rinking anti Old Age. 
Professor H um phrey of Cam bridge, E ng­ 
land, has prepared a series of tables which 
contain some interesting inform ation about 
centenarians. Of fifty-two persons whom 
ne m entions, at least eleven—two m ales 
and nine fem al s-a c tiia lly attained tile 
age of IOO. Others attained very nearly 
IOO years. 
Only one of these 
persons 
reached 108 years, wirily one died at tile 
alleged age of 106. Of tbe fifty-two per­ 
sons, thirty-six were women and sixteen 
men. 
Out of the thirty-six women twenty-six 
had been m arried, and eleven had borne 
large fam ilies. Of the twenty-six wives 
e>ght had been m arried before t Hey w*ire 
20. one at IG and two at 17; twelve of tho 
fifty-two < entenarians were di-cnvered to 
have been tbe e dost children of their par­ 
ents. 
'I he centenarians were, generally, 
of spare build, gout Aud rheum atism were. 
as a rule, absent 
Of tbe tifty-f wo aged people twenty-four 
only had no teeth, the average num ber of 
teeth rerna m ug being four or five. Long 
hours of sleep were notable am ong those 
obi people, tbe period of repose averaging 
nine hours, while out-door e cruise in 
plenty a n i early-rising arc to be noted 
am ong the factors of a Prolonged life. One 
of the » ent< narlnns drank to exc* ss on 
festive occasions; another was a free b ar 
drinker, and drank like a fish during his 
whole life; twelve h a i leon total abstain­ 
ers for life, or nearly so, and nearly all were 
sm all m eat eaters. 


Electrical Heating Stoves. 
E lectrical heating stoves are being in tro ­ 
duced into France, a peculiar feature of 
their construction being th at tno wires are 
let through apertures formed in pL tesof re­ 
fractory clay ami plumbago. These plates 
are not lnclo*ed, but are left exposed, so 
th a t tbe aircan circulate veryireelv tit rough 
th e apertures, where it comes in contact 
w ith Hie red-hot wires. 
W ile 1 obtains are 
inserted in the apertures, 
ea*h bobbin 
form ing part of the electric cir-ult, all ic ­ 
ing col in ei ted tor quantity. The bobbins 
are heated by the passage of the current, 
and serve to heat the air a# it passes to and 
fro over them .

The 
hind end of him well, no one ev. r cared to 
investigate tint once. 
lf you stood in irout of him. and ta ’kcd to 
him, or pal ton Ii s nob e ll- man nose. lie 
would throw ills cars forward t Ii they 
nearly met in front of his eves; aa though. 
indeed, Ire were about to embra* o you with 
them. 
His eyes. with the exception of a 
rearkle of tins Diet in tile corners, fa rly 
beamed w ith kindness and good hum or 
But Iris ears v era the bo t su b ject' for 
contem plature. I eouiet mea thought they 
acted on tho principle off iho sunflower, 
which follows the sun in its course through 
the heavens. 
His cars followed ain sun 
th at appl cached him. In front**) him their 
dem eanor aud spirit were irreproachable. 
Go t<* hi - side, aud ca Ii ear a on id toilow 
you ba k at ti:st pleadingly, and then 
threateningly, the farther you went, until 
as you neared his flanks, they v ere pointed 
direfully at you. and inspired as muoh 
terror as a deadly bayonet bearing down on 
you.
